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82-day hostage freed in Quebec 


SHERBROOKE:, Que. (UPTO 
— Qiaries Marian, the banker 
who survived death threats 
tor 82 days in Canada’s 
longest kidnapping, was re¬ 
leased unharmed Thursday 
toilowing payment of $50,000 
scraped toother by his fami¬ 
ly. 

The ST-yeaix^d credit union 
eenscutlve was pickM up ’’safe 
and sound” at a torm near an 
aliport 15 miles east of Sher¬ 
brooke after an anonymous 
telephone call alerted th^ 


Miarkn family that he had 
been freed. 

Marian was tjaken to St. 
Vincent de Paul Hospital tor 
observation almost exactly 24 
houre after Ms SO-yeanold eon 
Pierre had dropped a trans¬ 
parent plastic beig crammed 
with used $10 and $20 bills on 
a lon^ country road.' 

The kidnappers i^jpeared to 
have made ffood their escape 
but not with the mlNIon dol¬ 
lars they originally requested. 

Quebec police officials said 
they planned a massive man¬ 


hunt for the abductors, who 
had threatened Marion with 
decapitation and warned that 
failure to pay the ransom 
wwuld trigger a bloody ven¬ 
detta against creiht unions 
and their clients throughout 
the province. 

”Mhrlon was tound at the 
airport at 8:40,” police 
spMcesman Carol Gaudet said. 
”He arrived 15 minutes later 
at the hoopltel. He w«w toind 
saife and sound.” 

At the hospital I>r. Bertrand 
Scmlabrini said, *‘He’s alive. 


He’s in good shape.” For flie 
first time in almost three 
months there was relief at the 
Mazioa family home. 

‘Tm glad it’s over,” 
Marian’s daughter Rosaline 
told repKn^ers waiting outside. 
"Now leave us alone, please, 
for a while.” 

The family had been report¬ 
ed <H>tiinisti!C since delivery of 
the ransom by Pierre Marlon. 

Oommuniques from the ab¬ 
ductors had invested Marion 
wdUld be freed from three to 
24 hours after the 9 p.m. 


Wednesday ransom payment. 

Marion was abducted Aug. 6 
from his country cottage at 
nearby Stc^ by at least two 
armed and masked men. 

At a news conference 
Thursday, Quebec police 
spokesman Andre Dugas said 
Marion made the drop along 
with an unidentified friend 
and p<^ce bodyguard Yvon 
Fourgeon. 

‘tXir only Involvement was 
the invtrivement of Cpl. Foujv 
geon at the request ot the per¬ 
sons who went to give the ran¬ 


som,” Dugas said. Tbe kid¬ 
nappers said in a note that if 
poh^ interfered in the ran¬ 
som drop Marion would be ex¬ 
ecuted. 

The kidnapping wras discov¬ 
ered 18 hours later when 
Marion’s wife, Denise, went to 
the cottage and found the 
banker’s secretary Aline Yer- 
geau bound to a toilet bowl. 

A few days later Marion’s 
employers, the Oaisse Popu- 
laire de Sherbrooke E^st, re¬ 
ceived a ransom demand for 
n million. 


It was the first of a series 
of communiques negotiating 
the terms and the amount of 
the ransom. 

Marion was threatened with 
decapitation if authorities did 
not allow his captors time to 
escape between collecting the 
ransom money and releasing 
him. 

Last week after the Caisse 
Populaire withdrew its ran¬ 
som <rffer, the Marion family 
agreed to pay $50,000 and ar¬ 
ranged Wednesday night’s 
successful drcH>-

Production banned 

1/.S. Navy launches 
poison bomb work 

WASHINGTON (Reuter) — The U.S. Navy awarded 
a contract ’Thursday for the dovdopmenj of a new 
t>pe of poison chemical bomb whose production is cur¬ 
rently forbidden. 

It awarded Marquardt Oo. of Van Nuys, Calif., 
a $2.4-miUion contract for the engineeriog devekvment 
of Ihe so-called Bigsye bomb. 

The Kgeye is the first aircraft-dropped binary 
chemical weapon. Binary weapons consist of two non- 
lethal chemicals which are easily stored but become 
deadly when mixed during use. 

At a result of congressional opposition, production 
of binary weapons is prohibited by law unless the presi¬ 
dent certifies them as essential to national securtty. 

The army has developed but not produced two types 
of binary artillery shells tor its ISS-irm. end eiglht-inch 
guns.

The last contract, signed in 


December, 1975, after a bitter 
^-day strike, expired June 30 
and there have been fewer 
than 10 days of negotiations 
on a new one. 

The union broke off talks 
with the government last May 
19 charging that the post of¬ 
fice was interfering with its 
rig^t to communicate with 
CUPW members on post of¬ 
fice premises during lunch 
and c^ee breaks. 


Victim, gunman 
die in l^slature 


Morris: Curbs will stay 


EDMONTON (CP) — A sec¬ 
retary and a gunman died 
Thursday in a shooting in¬ 
cident in Culture Minister 
Horst Schmid’s office at the 
legislature. 

A poHce statemnit said the 
gunman shot secretary Vic¬ 
toria Breitkreuz and then 
killed Mmseif about 9 a.m. 
and "it appears at first inves¬ 
tigation that the incident is a 
personal domestic quarrel.” 

Miss Dreitkreoz was slain 
before police arrived, said 
Insp. Joe Lamoureux. The 
g^Bnnan then shot MmsMf 
through the heart PMice said 
the fatal shooting occurred 
about 30 minutes after the kv- 
cident began. 

The bodies of Mist 
Breitkreuz. 21, and Guenther 
Hummel, a 39-year-old bache¬ 
lor, w'ere tound in the aut<^ 
part of the minister’s office. 
The woman, one of Schmid’s 
three secretaries, was a 
former girl friend of Hummel 
and they had been quarrelling 


for the' last month, police 
said. 

Skhmid was in ho^tal for 
surgery for a gall bladder dis- 
cider at the time. 

Premier Peter Lougheed— 
whose office is just down the 
haJl from ScbmkTs—and 
other cabinet minnisters were 
away from the legislature tor 
caucus meetings. 

The regidar afternoon sit¬ 
ting of the legislature went 
ahead as scheduled. 

A security guard said a 
man entering the building 
about 8‘.30 a.m. carrying ei¬ 
ther a rifle or a tilutm in a 
blue plastic opmainer, the 
kind u^ to cany suits. 

When a recepdcxdst noticed 
the man entering Schmid’s 
third-floor office she rang the 
security buzzer and unarmed 
commissionaire Jack Olson 
t went to investigate. 

As Olson approached, tbe 
gunman fired a stray shot. 
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Joe Mioiris, president of the 
(Canadian Labor Qxigress, 
said Thursday he doesn’t yet 
believe the federal govern¬ 
ment wiH r^ove wage and 
price controls next spring. > 

Speaking tb the Canadian 
Pulp and ‘Paper Association 
industrial relaticms division in 
Victoria, Morris said he’d be¬ 
lieve controls had been lifted 
when ^ event took place. 

"But I don’t believe they 
are going to remove controls 
entirely,” he said. "I think 
the govemmioit will retain 
controls in some form, al¬ 
though the Anti-Inflation 
Board as we know K might be 
phased out 

"And I'm not even really 
convinced that they are going 
to disqnanfie the AZB. But if 
they don’t, you guys bad bet¬ 
ter be thinking rixxit what 
kind of instltutldns we want in 
this country. « 

“One of the t hi ng s we 
should be doing Is getllDg to¬ 
gether the beat tirains in busU 
ness and labor to g«t tMs 
country back where it should 
be.” 

Morris maintained his at¬ 
tack on the A3B and wage and 
price contrMs sayii^ that 
“controls by their ve^ nature 
are not ijjood tor society . , .

A correctiohs branch of¬ 
ficial and representatives of 
the guards joined forces 
Thursday afternoon in a show 
of unity and calmness in the 
wake ^ a six-hour hostage- 
taking incident at Wilkinson 
Road jail which ended less 
than nine hours earlier — the 
second such incident in 38 
days at the old and over¬ 
crowded jail. 

At a press conference. Bill 
Jack, r^onal director of cor¬ 
rections tor Vancouver Island 
and Bill Miller and George 
Moffat, representatives of Lo¬ 
cal Id of the corrections 
branch of the B.C. Govern¬ 
ment Employees UMcm, said 
both sides had been getting 
together and ntnild continue 
to meet to discuss ways of 
preventing these incidents. 

to tile latest hostage-taking 
drama, guard Paul Smith, 24, 
was jumped shortly before 10 
p.m. Wednesday as he w€is 
locking up inisoners in the 
east block of the jail. 

Rodney George Berry, 21- 
yearold inmate who was 
found guilty Oct. 20 by a su¬ 
preme court jury in Nanaimo 
of two counts of atten^ited 
murder and one count of mis¬ 
chief, endangering Ufe, all 
charges carrying a maximum 
sentence of life imprisonment, 
is expected to be in Victoria 
provincial court today. 

A charge of unlawful con¬ 
finement is expected to be 
read to Berry, who was con- 
licted Aiyil 19 of tossing 
two fire bombs through the 
living-room window of a home 
in Nanaimo belonging to 
RGMP officer Robert Nord- 
hmd and Ms wife Elizabeth. 

An RGMP spokesman bi 
Nanaimo said Thursday he 
could not understand why 
Berry w’as at Wilkinson Road 
jail because he was ordered 
remanded until Nov. 21 for 
sentence so that he could be 
given a psychiatric examina¬ 
tion at Riverview mental hos¬ 
pital on the Lower Mainland. 

Smith was bound with a 
tom sheet and a pillowcase 
was pjaced over his head dur¬ 
ing thie incident. 

Jack said the prisoners’ de¬ 
mands fluctuated during the 
night.

Standby credit 
ready to prop 

sinking dollar 


OTTAWA (CP) — A 
standby credit of U.S.- $1.5 bil- 
li(Mi is being arranged through 
Canadian private banks in 
case foreign funds are needed 
to protect the Canadian dollar 
on foreign currency markets, 
the government announced 
Thursday night. 

'The linprecedented arrange¬ 
ment is taken as a signal to 
foreign currency markets that 
the government will have 
backup funds to handle any 
further speculation against 
the weakening (Canadian dol¬ 
lar. 

A statement issued by Fi¬ 
nance Minister Jean Chretien 
said the federal Bank of Can¬ 
ada was curanging the line of 
credit through Canadicui char¬ 
tered banks in the U.S. dMlar 
markets of Europe. 

“This is an indication to in¬ 
ternational money markets 
that the Canadian govern¬ 
ment can arrange credit if it 
is needed,” said Roland EYa- 
zec, president of the Royal 
Bank of (tonada and the (to- 
nadian Bankers’ Association, 
in a telephone interview from 
MontreaL 

The credit arrangement, set 


up for seven years, follows a 
rundown of U.S. dollar re¬ 
serves in (tonada in the face 
of a deficit in foreign transac¬ 
tions and reduced foreign 
investment The value of the 
Canadian dollar has plunged 
to about 90 U.S. cents from 
$1.03 a year ago. ^ 

The altemative to arrang¬ 
ing the backup credit through 
private banks would have 
been a direct borrowing 
abroad by the government. 

But that action would have 
increased the deficit in gov¬ 
ernment accounts—and the 
impact might have Ted to fur¬ 
ther selling of Canadian dol¬ 
lars. 

Tory finance critic Sinclair 
Stevens said in a telephone in¬ 
terview the move would "give 
confidence to the world that 
there are resources available 
to continue to resist a furthei* 
decline of the Canadian dol¬ 
lar.” 

But he added that' "with 
this country’s inherent 
strength and resources it is 
unforfonate that Canada has 
been humiliated in the eyes of 
the world” by the govern¬ 
ment’s action.

Jail chiefs, guards unite in aim to prevent hostage-takings 


got to speak with radio re¬ 
porter Si£»nne Hansen of

In the interview, the prison¬ 
ers complained about the jail 
in gene^ and the isolation 
unit in particular, and Tu- 
lAolm, in response to a ques¬ 
tion of what changes they 
wanted, repHed, “every¬ 
thing.” 

Tupholm, who is also facing 
trial on an escape charge 
from William Head prison 
where he was serving a sen¬ 
tence for armed robtoery, was 
also critical of inmate-staff 
relations.

Alder denied the aj^ca- 
tion and remanded Tupholm 
to appear in the Vlotoria 
court next week. 

Miller, chairman of his un¬ 
ion’s local, said the guards 
were concerned about the sit¬ 
uation and that their reactions 
after the latest outbreak 
ranged from “damn right 
angry” to ’“what are we going 
to do about it?” 

He said the guard's union 
had already held two meet¬ 
ings with management and 
more were scheduled. 

Moffat, a uniwi steward and 
guard, confirmed that staff 
morale was good but that the 
guards were concerned. 

He said the main problem 
w-as overcrowding. The jail 
was supposed to handle 
Moffat said, but, currently had 


130 inmates^’That figure, he 
added, wus tha satoration 
point. 

Mictffat said tnere were 57 
uniformed guards at the jail 
and that they were employed 
in the following manner: 

• Nine and the director bn 
day shift. 

• Ten plus the director on 
afternoon shift. 

• Six on the night shift. 

He said staff members were 

su(>posed to worit with the in¬ 
mates but didn’t have time to 
do that. 

Moffat laid acting director 
Harry Baooh discussed staff¬ 
ing proWeros with the guards 
a week ago and dame up with 
a figure of 67,guards to cope 
with the Inmate population of 
130. which the guards thought 
would be satisfactory. 

There were 99 inmates at 
the jail, used mainly as a 
holding c,entre for prisoners 
awaiting court appearances, 
when an outbreak occurred 
Sept. 19 in which another 
guard was held hostage, that 
time for almost seven hours.

Employeni will be required 
to pay all wages due to their 
employeeft "on a regular and 
timely basis.” Statutory holi¬ 
days will be increased to nine 
with the addition of Boxing 
Day.

ministry, said the Island 
Youth Centre in Nanaimo, for- 
mwly called the Brannen 
Lake School for Boys, may be 
remodelled from a juvenile 
detention home to an adult 
remand facility.

He said his staff was work¬ 
ing on a profile of prisoners 
there to see if they could 
come up with a i^ason why 
the prison population at Wll- 
kins<m Road jail keeps rising 
while every other provincial 
Jail seennis to have a declining 
population. 

Jack said the problem 
might be the courts setting 
excessive bails or ordering 
too many remands in cases 
where supervision iwithin the 
community might be suf- 
, ficient. 


“Our first priority has to be 
to assess how we can man the 
institution in an appropriate 
way.” Jack said. 


Jack was angry at the {pris¬ 
oners’ reasons tor the hos¬ 
tage-taking and their de¬ 
mands. He said the demands 
made by the prisoners didn’t 


require a hostage and that 
such incidents oply hurt their 
chances of getting new pro¬ 
grams to relieve the boredom 
and tensicKi at the factiity. 


Meanwhile. Moffat added, 
the ea.st wing of the jail had 
been converted into a max¬ 
imum security unit as of 
Thursday.

West coast oil port 
‘best for Canada’ 


V.\NCOUVER (CP) — A 
new oil port in B,C. or Wash¬ 
ington state would give Cana¬ 
da access to long-term sup¬ 
plies of Alaskan oil and re¬ 
duce the country’s- reliance 
upoiv crude from politically- 
riskier areas of the world, the 
west coast oil ports inqmry 
was told Thursday. 

Imperial Oil Co.. said in a 
brief that "there is some de¬ 
gree of uncertainty regarding 
assured long-term supply” 
from ’eastern hemisphere” 
sources. 

William Bain, co-ordinator 
of Imperial’s energy studies 
office, said Imperial concurs 
with National Energy Board 
estimates that Canada will be 
a net importer of oil within 
the next few years. 


An east coast oil port would 
be unable to feed weetern Ca~ 
nadian refineries, while a 
west coast port would be able 
to move imported oil any¬ 
where in the country, he said. 
The Interprovincial pii)eline, 
one-third owned by Im{)erial, 
would be kept full by supplies 
from such a port. 

Imperial also believes that 
if a port at Kitimat is unsuit¬ 
able, the inquiry should con¬ 
sider a compromise such as 
establishing a port at Port 
Angeles, Wash., and linking it 
by pipeline to Trans Moun¬ 
tain’s existing Cherry Point 
Wash-Edmonton pipeline. 

This has been the position 
advanced by the B.C. Wildlife 
Federation counsel David An¬ 


derson before Commissioner 
Andrew Thompson. 

Earlier, lawyer Hany Ran¬ 
kin, for the United Fishermen 
and Allied Workers Union, 
and lawyer Marvin Storrow, 
for the Kitimat Oil ^Coahtion, 
objected to testimony from A. 
C. Campbell, a private ship¬ 
ping consultant. CampbeU had 
prepared a-brief on behalf of 
Trans Mountain Fi{>eline Ltd. 
which had supported an oil 
superport at Cherry Point, 
Wash. 

Storrow said a U.S. govern¬ 
ment decision effectively re¬ 
moving Cherry Point as a su¬ 
perport prospect made Camp¬ 
bell’s submission irrelevant 
and Thompson agreed that all 
references to Trans Moun¬ 
tain’s proposal should be 
dropped.

Ottawa abandons 
Inco job scheme 


OflTAWA (CP) - The gov¬ 
ernment has given up panmot- 
ing a federal work-sharing 
plan as a means to avert mas¬ 
sive layofflB by bico Ltd., In 
Ontario end (Manitoba, Em¬ 
ployment Minister Bud Cullen 
said Thursday. 

The proposal, touted by 
IFMme MQnister Trudeau and 
Cullen as a solution to a criti¬ 
cal unemployment problem, 
“is out as far as Inco is con¬ 
cerned,** Chllen said in an in¬ 
terview. 

The work-toaring plan, pro¬ 
posed to Inco management 
and toe United Steelworkers 
of America earlier this week, 
would have been a first for 
Canada. 

Under toe program, toe em¬ 
ployees would woric four, in¬ 
stead of five days a week. 
Partial payment for the fifth 
day, paid by the government, 
would amount to a fifth of a 
weekly unemployment kiaur- 
ence benefit 

However toe plan, never 
used before in Canada al¬ 
though It is popular in 
Europe, is meant to avert 
temporary layoffs for short¬ 
term periods. Inco is planning 
permanent layoffs. 

“We went down there with 
the Idea we were looking at a 
8hort-4erm situation,’’ Qdlen 
said. 

He was referring to the 
meeting in Toronto where it- 
was proposed and Immediate¬ 
ly rejected by the union on 
grounds it amounted to a gov¬ 
ernment grant to the laige 
corporation. 

The government only gpt 
authority to set up work-shar¬ 
ing progi^funs a few morths 
ago under new legislation that 
was controversial because it 
tightened up access to unem¬ 
ployment insurance benefits.

Downtown 

revitalization 


TO NOBODY’S GREAT surprise, city council 
has agreed to lend financial support to the 
downtown merchants’ plan for reviving and 
maintaining central Victoria as the capital dis¬ 
trict’s major shopping area. 

Its decision to go along with the proposal 
was, of course, not so much an act of generosity 
as one of necessity. The gradual deteriora¬ 
tion of the city’s commercial core ~ which has 
become only too noticeable in recent years—has 
been brought about by a complexity of problems, 
some of them obvious, others not. 

Blame (if blame there be) for the present 
situation might be attached to the changing 
shopping habits of local customers who at one 
time had little choice in market areas other than ' 
the city core but now have a plethora of locations) 
to choose from. Gr it might be placed upon 
the businessmen of the central area for failing to 
exercise sufficient imagination to meet the com¬ 
petition from outside, or upon a succession 
of city councils which lacked the ability ,to 
foresee the inevitable and develop plans to re¬ 
duce the impact. 

Be that as it may, the time has come to look 
to the future rather than the past. The city’s 
promised contribution of three dollars to match 
every one dollar raised by the area merchants 
up to a total of $160,000 for the first year is fair 
and reasonable. The Downtown Victoria Asso¬ 
ciation needs now only to collect just over $50,000 
from its members to benefit from the maximum 
offered — certainly not an impossible task for 
a group of free-enterprisers, as AM. Murray 
Glazier has already observed. ^ 

Now that the financing of “Operfition Revi¬ 
talize” has been settled, it should be put 
into effect as soon as possible. Although obvious¬ 
ly the city is entitled to a major say in any 
promotional activity involving the town’s inner 
core, it should leave its development and direct¬ 
ion to those directly involved, namely, Victoria 
businessmen. But they, in turn, must be pre¬ 
pared to encourage some input from their cus¬ 
tomers, and the general buying public before 
launching their program. 

Indeed, on ^is latter point, a good start to 
the whole campaign might be for the downtown 
merchants to ask Greater Victoria residents for 
their suggestions on revitalization. A competi¬ 
tion with worthwhile prizes for the best ideas 
would certainly go far in reviving public interest 
in the threatened area — which surely is one of 
the major objectives of the proposed scheme. 


A choke-hold 
on shipping 

NOT THAT CANADA is likely to pay much 
attention, with its lack of interest in developing a 
merchant navy, a trend is developing in world 
shipping that bears watching by western na¬ 
tions. 

Along with expanding the might of its navy, 
the Soviet Union is building its shipping fleet into 
one of the strongest and from 12th position 
among all nations two decades ago now is in 
sixth place, ahead of the United States which 
was number-one in the 1950s. 

Russia appears to be reaching for the top 
and doing so by concentrating a good part of its 
effort on lucrative West European markets. The 
tonnage carried by Russian cargo vessels and 
those of its East European satellites from ports 
in NATO countries is increasing by leaps and 
bounds for the simple reason the charges are 
much lower than those of western competi¬ 
tors. 

There is tjie obvious fact that Russian mer 
chant sailors are not paid as handsomely as 
those of capitalist nations, but suppose that the 
Russians are deliberately under-cutting the 
others, even if it means operating losses, in 
order to gain the upper-most hand in merchant 
shipping and, in turn, something of a choke-hold 
on other nations which always will be dependent 
in varying degrees on sea-shipping. 

Planned or not, that seems to be what is 
happening and It leaves an uncomfortable feel 
ing. 
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The double-talking on bilingualism 


OTTAWA — The best-selling “Bilin 
gutl Today, French Tomorrow,** is 
being assailed by federal Liberals as 
“divisive,’* even “dangerous" if not 
perhaps racially subversive. 

And 'pressure has been put on some 
of the book shops one a large chain 
store operatioD ~ to keep it off the 
shelves. 

Any questioning of the essential na 
tional • “rightness*’ of bilingualism is 
politically damaging to the Liberal es 
tablishment. 

It lapyen downright disloyalty since 
Pier^ Trudeau remains on the record 
back in January, 1975, with the state 
ment: 

“1 will not leave Ottawa until the 
country and the government are irre¬ 
versibly bilingual.” 

For years — certainly all through the 
leadership of Robert Stanfield — the 
Conservatives were either cowed or 
conned by the Liberals into the blind 
buying of the bilingual proposition. 


A few voices raised questions, even 
objections ^ John Diefenbaker, Robert 
Coates, Douglas Alkenbrack, Tom Cos- 
sitt and a small band of Prairie Tories 
led by Jack Homer who since has seen 
the light and turned Liberal — but they 
were branded as “racists, bigots and 
rednecks,*^ and that took care of that. 

But under Joe Qark’s leadership, it 
became not only possible to question but 
even attack bilingualism for what it is 
doing to the future of thousands of Eng¬ 
lish Canadian children. 

Perhaps the coolest and most con¬ 
vincing critic has been John Fraser, MP 
for Vancouver South. 

He has been nailing the prime minis¬ 
ter, former finance minister Sharp, and 
the new secretary of state, John Ro¬ 
berts, for double-talking that ap¬ 
proaches plain prevarication. 

They all have said, time and again: 
“You’ll never have to learn a second 
language if you don’t wish to.” 

The pledge, if that's what they in¬ 
tended it to be, is false, says John 
Fraser — cruelly so 



Historical, cultural links 
with every Canadian 


According to the Toronto 
Star, the journal of the creep¬ 
ing republicans, the Queen of 
Canada is “a divisive force.” 
Only Canadians of British de¬ 
scent, says the Star, can 
identity historically and cul¬ 
turally with Her Majesty. Yet 
the ajoeen embodies histori¬ 
cal and cultural links with 
every Canadian. Even the 
Canadian Indians, who still 
think warmly of Queen Vic¬ 
toria, tend to turn directly to 
the throne for help. 

The closest cousins of the 
French-Canadlans are the 
English. Seven hundred 
years before the English de¬ 
feated the French on the 
Plains of Abraham the 
French defeated the English 
on Hastings Beach. After 
William the Conqueror’s vic¬ 
tory in 1066, French was the 
official language of England 
until the 13th Century. Even 
in the reign of Henry VIII 
(1509-1547), French was still 
used in the English courts. 

It was Norman French, the 
root of the language spoken in 
(Quebec. Among the great 
Norman poets writing in Eng¬ 
land were Adgar, Fantosme 
and Chardri. As late as the 
14th Century Nicole Bozeon 
wrote “Contes Morallsees” 
for sale in England. 

Hundreds of English name.s 
are of French origin. My own 
surname, a corruption of por- 
tier, signifies ancestors who 
were gatekeepers in the ser 
vice of a Norman warlord 
near an English town named 
Ashby de la Zouch. 

The Bretons, forefathers of 
many more French-Cana 
dians, are sprung from the 
same stock as the Cornish, 
Welsh and Scots. Brittany, 
next door to Normandy in 
France, took its name from 
Ancient British refugees flee- 
ing from the invading 
Romans. Bretons still speak 
a Celtic tongue similar to 


Cornish, Welsh and the Scot¬ 
tish Gaelic. 

Wars between England and 
France have always been 
civil rather than intemation- 
al. William’s conquest 
prompted the French to re¬ 
gard England as theirs and 
vice versa. Henry VI, (1422- 
1461), was King of England 
and France until his defeat 
by Joan of Arc. But the Chan¬ 
nel Islands,, which stand 
nearer to France and use 
French as the official lan¬ 
guage, remained an English 
possession. The English kept 
Calais until 1558. 

French and English tradi¬ 
tions are inextricably' inter¬ 
woven. When Winston Chur¬ 
chill offered the French dual 
citizenship with Britain dur¬ 
ing the Cierman advance of 
1940, millions on both sides of 
the Channel were deeply 
moved at the thought of re¬ 
union. Many years earlier the 
British statesman, Austin 
Chamberlain, had cried in 
the Commons: “Every Eng¬ 
lishman has two countries, 
his own and France! ** In the 
pubs of England and France 
today one hears young people 
talking eagerly in English 
and French of'the impending 
establishment of the United 
States of Western Europe. All 
over Western Europe the 
young idolize the Prince of 
Wales, who one day may be 
the union’s king. 

The Prince was named by 
the Queen after her merry 
ancestor, Charles II. last but 
one of the Scottish Kings of 
England. And herein lay an¬ 
other link with France. For 
hundreds of years Scotland 
allied herself with France in 
wars against England. 
French emissaries left many 
names in Scotland, the most 
common of which is Sinclair, 
stemming from St Clair. The 
Oe Guise Restaurant in Edin¬ 
burgh commemorates a Lor¬ 



raine family that gave a 
daughter Mary in matrimony 
to James V of Scotland and so 
enriched the French blood of 
the present ()ueen. 

Elizabeth II speaks beauti¬ 
ful French and the British 
love to hear it On British 
ears good French sounds 
glamorous. I cannot hear 
enough of a CBC francophone 
announcer blessed with the 
lovely name of Chantelle 
Beauregard. Any expression 
of French culture eptomizes 
in British eyes elegance, 
courtesy, punctilio and al¬ 
lure. 

In many other countries 
than France, however, the 
Queen finds partial compatri¬ 
ots. Hanoverian Kings of Bri¬ 
tain, who reigned from 1714 to 
1837, gave the <)ueen much 
Carman blood and left bef 
relatives estates In that coun¬ 
try. Many (Armans feel close 
to the British Royal Family.

Dutch and Danish ances¬ 
tors figure in the Queen’s lin¬ 
eage. Her Majesty is related 
to every royal family in Eu¬ 
rope save the Swedish Bema- 
dotte dynasty. In Africa, 
Asia, Australia and New Zea 
land many people are fierce¬ 
ly loyal to her. Thus if any 
one person symbolizes in 
Canada all the European eth¬ 
nic strains, and many of the 
African and Asian political 
sentiments, it is the Queen. 

Cunning, power-crazy poli¬ 
ticians, aspiring to the rink 
of president are trying to 
tear this noble land apart 
over the issue of language. 
But only hicks scowl and 
snigger when they hear 
speech other than their own. 

Younger, better-educated, 
freer-spirited Canadians 
knowing that we have in our 
midst today the strongest sin¬ 
gle unifying force in the land, 
will rally around ths magni¬ 
ficent woman and, in a dozen 
fine old tongues, shout “God 
Save The Queen! ”

For without bilingual fluency, few if 
any Canadians can aspire to member¬ 
ship in the “Great Indexed Pension 
Mob,” the top federal power structure 
of the public service, the Armed Forces, 
the Oown corporations and inevitably 
the justice system up to the Supreme 
Court. 

That’s bad enough. 

For it shuts out the majority of Cana¬ 
dians outside of Quebec, northern New 
Brunswick, eastern and northern Ontar¬ 
io and in the national capital region 
where bilingualism now is a condi¬ 
tion and requirement of almost any job, 
public or private. 

But what’s worse is that not only it 
Isn’t true that “you’ll never have to 
learn a second language if you don’t 
want to,” but that you couldn’t, without 
cost, much inconvenience and great dif¬ 
ficulty, even if you tried. 

Public servants in Ottawa learned 
that the hard way and now the Liberals 
are quietly playing down — while ulk- 
ing up — bilingualism. 


The worst is that in the personal, 
specific sense for children and students, 
the “enhancement of opportunity,” the 
Liberals claim for bilingualism actual¬ 
ly Is a restriction of opportunity. 

That is true in all but small comers 
of the Maritimes, says John Fraser, 
true in Ontario west of Ottawa and south 
of Sudbury-North Bay, true across the 
west and true out on the Pacific coast. 

Why do 40 per cent of English chil¬ 
dren in the national capital start school 
in total French immersion? Because, 
says John Fraser, parents understand 
the power structure and are ensuring 
their children a chance to participate. 

“In Vancouver, less than 300 English 
children were enrolled in French im¬ 
mersion,” he reliMrts, simply because 
the facilities don’t exist. 

Do they exist in Belleville, Kit¬ 
chener, Saint-John, Calgary, anywhere? 

“Knowledge of the second lan¬ 
guage,” says John Fraser, “means 
jobs, position and power, and the Liber¬ 
als are scared to death to talk about 
what they’ve done.” 


On the wrong course 
in the inflation fight 


WASHINGTON D.C. - 
Everyone agrees that infla¬ 
tion is bad, but aside from the 
rhetoric, not much is being 
done to effectively control it. 

Conventional economic 
wisdom has it that the way to 
control inflation is to slow 
down the economy. Translat¬ 
ed into the real world, that 
means tolerating high unem¬ 
ployment. 

The idea is that with more 
people out of work, demand 
for goods and services will 
shrink and people still on the 
Job will moderate their wage 
demands and not spend as 
much. All of this is Supposed 
to put a damper on prices. 

'Iliat’s the policy pursued 
by previous U.S. administra¬ 
tions and, while backing mild 
stimulus and job-creation 
programs to ease the worst 
effects of the recession, 
Washington is still following 
the broad outlines of that poli¬ 
cy. 

So full employment is 
viewed as a long-term goal 
lest it fuel a speedy economic 
expansion and overbeat the 
economy to the point where 
runaway inflation takes over. 

All of this supposes that 
today’s inflation, danger 
comes from the old-time 
classical model of too many 
dollars chasing too few 
goods. But whatever validity 
that had in the past, it does 
not hold true today. 

A recent study by the Ex¬ 
ploratory Project for Eco¬ 
nomic Alternative, called 
“Understanding the New In¬ 
flation”, demonstrates this. 

The study finds that there’s 
a new form of Inflation today, 
one not amenable to conven¬ 
tional policies. Today’s infla¬ 
tion is limited to four basic 
necessities — food, housing, 
health and energy. 

These areas account for 
about 70 per cent of the aver¬ 
age family’s budget and even 
more for poor families. Two- 
thirds of the consumer price 
inflation in the 1970s is attrib¬ 
utable to price rises in neces¬ 
sities of life. 

And the cause of this kind 
of inflation is not subject to 
quick solutions. World food 
demand, the cartel of oil-pro¬ 
ducing nations, land specula¬ 
tion, inefficient health and 
housing industries, all com¬ 
bine to result in price hikes 
for essentials. 

Now the interesting thing 
about this kind of inflation is^ 
that conventional policies 
don’t work. 

It can’t be controlled by 
manipulating federal budget 
deficits, by adjusting the 
money supply or by pushing 
unemployment up* and wages 
down. 

Another aspect of this in¬ 
flation and the outmoded 
methods used to fight It is the 
unfair burden placed on poor

payments, welfare and lost 
taxes. 

All of this indicates that it’s 
time for a new look at federal 
economic policy. Instead of 
trying vainly to fight inflation 
with broad-based policies 
that depress the economx. 
the government should be 
targeting on the four basic 
areas’that account for the 
bulk of inflation’s effect on 
most people. 

The administration is mak¬ 
ing a beginning by its propo¬ 
sals to limit hospital costs 
and by provisions in the en¬ 
ergy program to exempt 
home heating oil from new 
taxes. But that’s only a be¬ 
ginning. A full-scale attack 
on the big four is long over¬ 
due. 

The other side of the coin is 
that if we are freed of the 
obsessive linkage of inflation 
and jobs, public policy can 
move on to creating a full 
employment economy. j 

The recession, still with us 
in the form of seven million 
people officially unemployed 
and the real figure double 
that, hasn’t ended inflation. 
Thus far, economic policies 
have limited people’s ability 
to cope with hi^er prices: 
they have not put a lid on the

Communists no threat 
for neutral Finland 


Eurocommunists already 
have accomplished in Fin¬ 
land what they would like to 
do in Italy and France. They 
became part of the govern¬ 
ment coalition last May. 

But this did not frighten 
Finnish businessmen. There 
was no flight of capital as 
might occur in other Europe¬ 
an countries should such an 
event take place. 

Communists are very pa¬ 
triotic Finns even if they are^ 
communists, said one execu¬ 
tive. 

The People’s Democrats, a 
far-left party dominated by 
Its communist members, 
bold 40 seats In a Parliament 
of 200 members and three 
positions in a coalition cabi¬ 
net of IS members.* 

Several factors account for 
the calm of business over last 
May’s development. One is 
that the communists were 
members of an earlier coali¬ 
tion government and nothing 
disastrous happened. 

Another element Is that 
communists have played a 
significant minority role In 
Finnish politics since a civil 
war in 1918. They are not 
strangers. Moreover, in the 
Winter War of 1939-40, the 
communists did not desert 
for the Soviet side. 

♦ ♦ ♦ 

In state-owned industrial 
companies — which are im¬ 
portant in Finland—commu¬ 
nists are sometimes on the 
board of directors. Npneom- 
munist businessmen work 
with them. 

In other words, this neutral 
nation has become accus¬ 
tomed to its delicate position 
on the western border of the 
Soviet Union. It is the only 
such bordering European na¬ 
tion to have retained a politic¬ 
ally free and market-oriented 
society. 

HaWng fought Russia and 
later the Soviet Union many 
times, and feeling threatened 
still, most Finns hold little 
regard for the Soviets. Finn¬ 
ish businessmen dislike the 
red tape and restrictions

A relatively small propor¬ 
tion of Finnish youth is learn¬ 
ing Russian at school, prefer¬ 
ring to study Elfj^sh, (Her¬ 
man, or French.

The trend, by the way, is of 
some concern to the govern¬ 
ment and business. They will 
need an abundance of Rus¬ 
sian-language experts. 

That’s because nearly 29 
per oent of exports and a 
slightly smaller proportion of 
its imports are with the Co- 
mecom nations. Moreover, 
that business has been most 
helpful to Finnish Industry.

Finnish shipyards have 
been highly dependent on So¬ 
viet orders. Some of this na¬ 
tion’s major machinery or 
other industrial companies 
have been delighted to re¬ 
ceive major sales or con¬ 
struction contracts in the So¬ 
viet Union. 

Earlier this year, for in¬ 
stance, Finnish President 
Urho Kekkonen signed dur¬ 
ing a visit to Moscow a $660- 
million contract to develop a 
large Iron ore complex at 
Kostamus about 30 miles in¬ 
side the Soviet border from 
Finland. It was the largest 
foreign trade deal ever 
signed by Finland. 

Under the contract, the 
Finns will do 90 per cent of all 
work involved in preparing 
the mine and in design!^ and 
constructing a town for 9,000 
people. The five-year project 
will employ 9,000 Finnish 
workers at the site and an 
additional 10,600 In Finland. 

During the first year, the 
Finnish government will lend 
the Soviet Union $42 million 
which will be paid back in 
deliveries of iron pellets dur¬ 
ing 1983-90.

20. AfteT first announcing six 
items for discussion and ’’ac¬ 
tion,” Oct. 11, he circulated a 
list of eight Items. At least 
two of them are no-nos in the 
eyes of Mayor Ed Lum as 
council has not announced 
thd receipt of proposals con¬ 


cerning them. Another Item, 
the E-W San Juan Tbruway^i 
extension, had been specifi¬ 
cally scheduled, the coun¬ 
cil itself, to a regular LPH 
meeting slated for Oct 29. 

Accordingly, many resi¬ 
dents, spun^ on by the re¬ 
peated “action” promises of 
the chairman, attended in the 
council chamber, as was 
their right.

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Scientists say they have fossil 
evidence of single-cell plants 
existing 3.4 billion years ago. 
a discovery that if proved 
correct would indicate life 
appeared on earth much ear¬ 
lier than previously believed. 

Dr. Elso Barghoom, a Har¬ 
vard University paleontolo¬ 
gist, said here that fossils 
found in South African rocks 
indicate algae-like plants al¬ 
most 700 million years older 
than previously documented 
algae fossils. 

Barghoom said in a tele¬ 
phone interview that the new 
fossils support theories, that 
extraordinary conditions 
were not necessary for life to 
form. Sedimentary evidence 
indicates the plants lived in 
an ordinary warm sea area, 
he said.

The carbon-bearing mi¬ 
crostructures that Barghoom 
says are plant fossils were 
discovered more than a dec¬ 
ade ago in Swaziland In out¬ 
croppings of rock dated to be 
3.4 billion years old. 

However, a number of sci¬ 
entists have been skeptical 
about the spheroid structures 
being former biologigal life 
and posed other geolo^cal 
theories for their formation. 

In the current issue of Sci¬ 
ence magazine, Barghoom 
and Dr. Andrew H. Knoll, a 
former graduate assistant to 
Barghoom now at Oberlin 
College in Ohio, say they 
found a group of the micro¬ 
scopic stmctures that would 
have to have been alive. 

Looking at thin slices of a 
black rock called chert, the 
scientists say they found 
structures that appear to 
have been fossiied as they 
were dividing and reproduc¬ 
ing. 

Although the investigators 
said the cell-like fossils 
greatly resemble younger 
fossils positively identified as 
algae, they admitted that 
“their unequivocal identifi¬ 
cation as bioiogical entities 
(is) virtually impossible.”

COLUMBUS, Ga. (AP) - 
Police are withholding de¬ 
tails of a murder in hopes of 
thwarting what they say may 
be a ‘‘publicity-hungry” kill¬ 
er believed responsible for 
the sexual assault and stran¬ 
gulation of four elderly 
women. 

The body of Martha Thur¬ 
mond, 69, a retired teacher, 
was found Tuesday morning 
in her home. Like the other 
victims, she was strangled. 

All four slayings have 
taken place since Sept. 16 in a 
one-square-mile area of a 
residential neighborhood 
where many widows and sin¬ 
gle women live, police say. 

On Sept. 16, the body of 
Feme Jackson, 59, was found 
in her home. Nine days later, 
Jean Dimenstein, 71, was 
found strangled in her home 
and, last Friday, neighbors 
discovered the body of 89- 
year-old Florence Sheible. 

Each lived alone and was 
found lying on her back in bed 
with a pillow over her face. 
Each appeared to have been 
stmck in the face. 

In each case, the woman 
had been strangled with a 
stocking and sexually as¬ 
saulted. 

A 25-year-old man was ar¬ 
rested after the second mur- 
der, but has not been 
charged.

A Victoria union - manage¬ 
ment confrontation wliich has 
been smoulderkig for aorne 
time, broke Into the open 
Thursday. 

It involves threats by the 
city to fire an employee, 
counter threats by the union 
to walk oft the job if neces¬ 
sary, and posstole charges by 
the union against the city for 
unfair labor practices.

Young levelled harsh criti¬ 
cism at city officials last 
week for allowing the Crystal 
Poc^ tp become a white ele¬ 
phant Attendance figures at 
the Crt»tal, Young said, were 
droppi^ constantly, because 
the city was trying to save 
money by cutting back on ser¬ 
vices. 

But the story goes back 
farther than that. Whan the 
city's Inside workers reached 
a settlement with the city for 
their 1978 contract recently 
after only two meetings. It 
was found that Young was to 
be demoted to aquatic 
visor. His salary was to be 
reduced by $180 a month ef¬ 
fective Jan. 1 from iits present 
$1,912 a month. 

Rick Doyle, president of 
Local 388 of t^ Canadian 
Union of Public Employees, 
reporesenting the Inside 
workers, said In an interview 
Thursday that neither the sal¬ 
ary cut nor the reclassifica- 
tivon of Young’s position had 
been discussed at the nego¬ 
tiating sessions. 

“They never indicated to os 
that there would be any 
change ki position or aalaiy 
for any of the employ®®*,** 
Doyle said. 

When Young unleased his 
barrage against the city in 
ccmnection with the Crystal’s 
waning popularity, Doyle was 
informed that Young would be 
asked for his resignation. 


When he asked what would 
happen if Young refused to 
res^, he was given to under¬ 
stand that the city believed he 
would resign. H he didn’t 
numagement would deal with 
Young in the appropriate 
fashion. .,, 

The union informed city of¬ 
ficials that Local 388 would 
fight Young’s dismissal with 
every means, including a 


walkout if necessary. 

The city then, according to 
Doyle, decided to “have a 
chmge of heart’’ 

'The laiion was informed 
that Young could stay, but at 
a reduced salary and in a 
lower position. 

Doyle said that was unac¬ 
ceptable to the union. 

“I think Tve been black¬ 
mailed and intimitate4 by the 


city,’’ he said, adding that he 
would ask the union executive 
today to charge Hie city with 
unfair labor practices. 

“They Included the salary 
reduction and demotion with¬ 
out any diecussion.’’ be said. 

“Th^ threatened to fire 
Young and they backed down 
when we Indicated that we’d 
fight them all the way,” 
Doyle said.

But as 
prefect Herbert Bauer, 
aj^st a travelling den 
famer for the tour choirs 
since 1968, pointed out, 
floor hockey was some¬ 
thing new for his boys. 

That the choir is a whiz 
on the playing field might 
come as a surprise to 
many who watched the 
boys (some In wigs and 
dresses) deftly handle 
Kreutzer’s comic opera 
By Royal Command and 
make magic of Mozart, 
Brahms and Bartc4c. 

BUT BAUER has found, 
as Walt Disney did in his 
movie Almost Angels that 
choir boys win be boys. 
And when there is energy 
to be let off, as there 
often is among 24 touring 
10-to-14-year-old8 it’s best 
done with a ball under su¬ 
pervision. Packed along 
with their opera costumes 
and more usual sailor 
suits are innumerable 
soccer and basket balls, 
plus some newly discov¬ 
ered frisbees.

Ouirently 
there is another choir on 
tour in Europe, while two 
are back at the choir’s 
home, an old palace in 
Vienna.

About 400 seven-year-olds, 
all from Austria and 
mostly from Vienna, audi¬ 
tion each year for fewer 
than 40 epots. At least an¬ 
other year is spent in 
training before the boys 
move into the school for 
another year’s prepara¬ 


tion before joining a choir 
at age 10. 

BUT THE soouige of all 
boy sopranos and altos is 
the voice change. For¬ 
tunately, said Bauer, it’s 
usually graduid enough 
that a boy finishes the 
tour without much dif¬ 
ficulty. 

At no time is a matur¬ 
ing boy sent home on the 
next plane, as one Ameri¬ 
can newspaper reported.

The Pollutioh Control 
Branch and the region will be 
Twpresented, and briefs will 
he beard from outfall oppo¬ 
nents, acocMPding to reskfont 
representatives Arnold Rbe- 
sander and A1 Lehmann. 

The $350,000 outfall will 
kerve 68 h^es in a 
Bros, subdivisloa eetabtishld 
la toe late j^^Os. Cost ot toe 
system will add about $200 an¬ 
nually to residents’ tax bills 


for capital costs and mainte¬ 
nance, according to Lehmann. 

However, he said, the sys¬ 
tem was toe only possible 
way of solving the pollution 
problems caused by faulty 
sewage systems in many 
homes. 

Individual connections, he 
.said, would be more costly, 
might not woric, and would 
not prevent future problems. 

The proposal for an outfall 
running off Cfoburg Peninsuia 
has run into heavy opposition 
from groups including Albert 
Head Rat^yers, Oolwood 
Ratepayers and Concerned

LONDON (AP) — Prince 
PhiHp. who is supposed to 
be strictly neutral and non- 
political, has painted a grim 
picture of a bureaucratically 
controlled Britain of the fu 
ture increasingly grinding 
down individual freedom of 
choice and responsibility. 

In an interview broadca.st 
over Radio Clyde's small re 
gional station, he said: 

•‘Once a determined go\ 
ornmeni begins the process 
of eroding human rights and 
liberties—always with (he 
very best possible inten¬ 
tions—it is very difficult for 
individuals or for individual 
groups to stand against it. 

“If the experience of other 
countries is anything to go 
by. this will mean a gradual 
reduction in the freedom of 
choice and individual respon¬ 
sibility^^ particularly in such 
things as housing, the educa¬ 
tion of children, health care, 
the ability to acquire or In¬ 
herit personal property, to 
hand on commercial enter¬ 
prises. and the ability to pro¬ 
vide for old age through per¬ 
sonal savings, and, perhaps 
most important of all, the 
freedom of the individual to 
exploit his skills or talents as 
suits him best,^ 

The remarks were part of a 


series of six programs in 
which prominent people were 
invited to give their views of 
what Britain might be like in 
the year 2000. 


Prince Philip has frequent¬ 
ly drawn the fire of left- 
wing politicians and others 
for some of his remarks 
about life in postwar Britain. 


In January, he compared 
Britain’s economic trouble.s 
to the spread of dry rot in a 
building, adding that Britain 
had “virtually left the league 
of the big powers" and wa.s 
heading for the status rtf a 
third-world nation. 

In February, 1976, he 
wrote; “The welfare stale is 
a protection against failure 
and exploitation, but a na¬ 
tional recovery can take 
place only if innovators, and 
men of enterprise and hard 
work, can prosper.” 

Except for one political 
cartoon in a tabloid news¬ 
papers—showing the royal 
couple burying their money 
in the grounds of Windsor 
Castle—the remarks drew no 
immediate criticism. 

Prince Philip said years 
ago, after another incident, 
“ ..If ypu’re not criticized, 
you’re a cabbage ahd might 
as well give up."

Porn parents 
face penalty 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A 
bill just passed by the House 
of Representatives aimed at 
the child pornography trade 
would penalize parents who 
knowingly allowed their chil¬ 
dren to be used by others for 
pornography or prostitution, 
as well as penalizing those 
who used them. % 

The bill, approved Tuesday 
by a 420-t^ vote, would pro¬ 
hibit the interstate transpor¬ 
tation of boys with the in¬ 
tent of having them engage in 


prostitution. The transporta¬ 
tion of girls is already illegal 
under the Mann Act. 

The prohibition against 
using children in acts of 
“sexually explicit conduct for 
the purposes of the promotion 
of printed or Rimed matter 
depicting such . . . conduct” 
would apply to those under 
the age of 16. 

Maximum penalties for of¬ 
fences would be 10 years in 
prison and a $10,000 fine.

U we can do it all we 
will do it all. S that overheats 
the steel mills and we find 
ourselves far out of competi¬ 
tion with world steel prices, 
then we may have to rely on 
some hrip.” be aaid. 

The U.& steel market is 
now in « simnp. and opposi¬ 
tion MPs «aid that with U.S. 
government tax concessions 
to that industry and govern¬ 
ment involvement, Canadian 
steel companies might be left 
out of competitive bidding for 
pipe. 


Oc^es of ttie government’s 
proposed Bill to Regulate

investment dealers, lawyers, 
academics and other profes¬ 
sionals for comment befoi;:^ it 
is presented in die legislati^. 

Consumer and Corporate 
Affairs Minister Rafe Mair 
said in the Ibtter aooompany- 
ing the draft bill that It was 
“the first of a series of policy 
proposals in the form of draft 
trill that will be circulated to 


the community «t large, prior 
to . their introduclion in <re le¬ 
gislature.” 

The minister said the bill 
was being circulated in ad- 
NTuice in recognition that com¬ 
plex legislation “requires* 
technical input from All sec¬ 
tors affected.” • 

In a preamble to the draft 
blH, Malr said that recent 
investigations by officials in 
his ministry indicate that leg- 
islatian to oontool trading of 
commodity futures contracts 
and q;>tions it badly needed 


as a result of eurrent develop- 
iTMsds in the market. 

He noted that until recently 
commodity futures and op¬ 
tions were traded in British 
Columbia only by “well-es¬ 
tablished and financially re¬ 
sponsible” members of the 
Investment Dealers Associa¬ 
tion of Canada under strict 
rules and stringen capiUl re- 
qpirements. 

Thus the high-risk commod¬ 
ities marketplace has tradi¬ 
tionally been the domain of 


professlpnal dealers acting on 
behalf eC sophisticated inves¬ 
tors. Mair said, and while the 
marketplace was so restrict¬ 
ed. there were few problems. 

However, during the last 1» 
months, various factors have 
directed public attention away 
from the equity markets to¬ 
ward comm^ty Aitures and 
options, and “at the same 
time, unscrupulous, poorly 
trained and under-financed 
traders have turned to the 
commodities market as a 
source of revenue.”

HAVANA (AP) - Cuba 
wants tha trade dollar 
but not at the expense of close 
ties with the SoWet Union, se¬ 
nior managers of the Cuban 
economy said this week. 

Tbe Cubans held out the po¬ 
tential of a market they said 
would amount to almost $4 
billion annually by the early 
19808 as a reason for U.S. 
businessmen to support an 
end to the U.S. trade embar¬ 
go against Cuba. They said 
trade with the Soviet Union 
and other Communist states 
should total at least twice 
that figure. 

Cuba conducts 70 per cent 
of its foreign trade with Com¬ 
munist countries. That is the 
share taken by the U.S. be¬ 
fore the Castro revolution 
inl9». 

The trade discussion came 
at a meeting of Cuban eco¬ 
nomic and trade ministers 
with a group of Massachu¬ 
setts businessmen, now in the 
third day of a fIveKiay visit 
here. 

Tbe three-hour session 
ended in a sharp exchange 
between Economic Co-opera¬ 
tion Minister Hector Rodri¬ 
guez and Massachusetts Lt.- 
Gov. Thomas O'NeQl. 

O'Neill asked what signs 
Cuba would give President 
Carter on sucb issues as pre¬ 
sence of Cuban troops in An¬ 
gola, international terrorism 


and human rights as “oaten- 
sible proof of willingness to 
improve relations with the 
United States." 

Rodriguez responded that 
Cuba had a right to send 
troops at Angola's request 
and that Cuba was a "victim 
of terrorism" backed by the 
U.S. CIA through Cuban exile 
groups, referring to alleged 
CIA plots to assassinate Pre¬ 
mier Fidel Castro. 

But he concluded by say¬ 
ing: "Surely we want peace 
and the present administra¬ 
tion in tbe United States 
wante to live in peace in a 
brotherly fashion" 

' Rodriguez said Cuban 
trade by the early 19808 


would amount to about $12 
billion, up from a value of 
about $7 J biUion in 1978. 

The Cuban officials said tbe 
Soviet Union sella oil to Cuba 
substantially below world 
market prices and boys 
Cuban sugar for at least 10 
cents a pound— more than 
twice world prices. 

"I am doubtful the United 
States can offer these condi¬ 
tions for us," the official said. 
"Seventy per cent of our 
trade Is with socialist coun¬ 
tries. We do not think this will 
change.^* 

He said the remaining 30 
per cent will leave "sufficient 
room for substantial trade 
with the United States."

%Vith the hatchery fish now in the Big Qualieum and Quin- 
sam, anglers with salmcn eggs flies, roe, worms. Sneak spin¬ 
ners, Krocodile spoons and the like have been having great 
sport in the river catching jacks and adult coho. 

Some 22,000 adult colio are now in the Big Qualieum sys¬ 
tem and they are expecting that total to reach 40,000 by early 
December. The adults come from a 1974 coho brood of 672,000 
and the jacks from a 1973 brood of 780,000. 

Tbe Big Qualieum is now open to sptn-gear fishermen 
above the counting fence to Hunts Creek pool, which allows 
2H miles of angling water for jacks and c<^. Up until Tlies- 
day that fly-fishing-only water and two pools in front of the 
fisheries camp and just below the counting fence are still 
resen’ed for fly-fishing only. For protection of ohdnook stocks, 
there is no fishing at all allowed above Hunts Creek. 

About 2,500 Chinooks have returned to die Big Qualieum 
from a 340,000 release, and they are the biggest seen for 
years in the Big Qualieum — 40 artd 45-pounders. .

So there may be an unusually large ' 
nin of coho in the Port Har«|y area and some good Juan de 
Fuca coho in September-October. The Quinsam coho appear 
to range further afield in smaOer groups than the eerier 
running Capilano hatchery fish. 

This year the Quinsam hatchery will take two mfiUon 
coho eggs for hatching and hope to release IH million smotts 
in 1979. 

They will take lU to V/i million chinook eggs and release 
one million chinook fingerUngs next spring. 

One encouraging observation has been that the martced 
Quinsam coho have been noted to include some 14 and 15- 
pounders and that may explode the commoiRyfickl bettef 
that hatchery fish are nunh smaller than their wOd counter¬ 
parts.

The >fictorla federal fisheries office seems reticent to 
spread tho word about fishing closurto when it imposes them, 
except to a minimum of outlets. 

They still go fay the oldfashioned idea of *Tet the angler 
beware” and that it is the angler's du^ to find the notlees of 
closures in the post office or some obscure spot at a marina 
where the notice is blown or washed away almost Immedi¬ 
ately.

Buffalo thinking 
frustrates O.J.

SEATTLE (AP) — Per¬ 
haps more than at any other 
time in his brilliant football 
career, 0. J. Simpson is frus¬ 
trated. 

Frustrated because he Is 
going to end his pro career 
the same way it began, on a 
losing team. 

Frustrated because Buffalo^ 
Bills this year are throwing 
the ball nwre thaa ever but 
with little success.. 

Frustrated because, after 
nine years with the Bills, he 
still hasn’t figured out what 
makes team owner Ralph 
WUsoo tick. 

“1 just want to get my 
years over and get out of 
here,” Simpson said by tele¬ 
phone from Buffalo. 

The Bills, who meet Seattle 
Seahawks in a National Foot¬ 
ball League game Sunday in 
the Kingdome, have won only 
one game this season. And, 
despite the presence of the 
game's premier running 
back in its backfleld, Buffalo 
has yet to score a touchdown 
on the ground this season. 

“One problem, has been 
adjusting to different person¬ 
nel,” said Simpson. “There 
are only two new guys start¬ 
ing on offence, but we have a 
different offensive philoso¬ 
phy. We must be having some 
trouble digesting it because 
we’re not putting too many 
points on the board.” 

Buffalo has had only three 
winning seasons and one 
playoff team, in 1974, during 
Simpson's career with the 
Bills. He says he knows he 


will never play on another 
contending team. Next sea¬ 
son, he says, definitely will be 
his last as a player. 

“One thing I can't figure 
out is what the management 
is doing,” said Simpson, who 
still believes he has a chance 
to break Jim Brown’s career 
rusking record of 12,112 
yards. 

“I won't even try to make a 
comment on what the man¬ 
agement Is doing,” he added, 
saying WUsoo apparently is 
doing what the owner thinks 
is best for the future of the 
frahchise. 

But, Simpson said, “I don't 
believe you can win with 
rookies and by waiving lots of 
players. We’re playing with a 
lot of young players who may 
be good in a few years . . . 
Under the circumstances, 
maybe we're doing the best 
we can.” 

Simpson says the Bills also 
are “throwing more than 
ever in the past and we’re 
dropping more passes than 
ever in the past.” 

Joe Ferguson, the Bills' 
quarterback, has completed 
88 of 186 passes for 1,049 
yards and five touchdowns 
and nine interceptions. 

“I’m a runner,” said Simp¬ 
son, who has carried 117 
times for 521 yards this sea¬ 
son. “Most of my career I've 
played on running teams. I'm 
certainly not happy with 
what we’ve done. We're not 
playing the kind of ball we 
thought the Buffalo Bills 
would be playing.”

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SEBASTIYAH (AP)-.- 
Ruins lie upon ruins «t Sabas- 
tiyah, a Palestinian Arab 
town with a Greek name hon¬ 
oring a Roman emperor and 
now administered by Israe¬ 
lis. 

Almost 3,000 years ago 
Omri and Ahab raised. the 
Kingdom of Samaria here, 
but within 200 years the As¬ 
syrians had wrecked Sa¬ 
maria and carried the people 
of Israel into their first ex^. 

Today the wheel of history 
has come full circle: Modem 
Israel has been administer¬ 
ing the area, now commonly 
called the West Bank of the 
Jordan River, since the 1967 
Middle East war. Despite de¬ 
mands that the West Bank 
should be part of a Palestin¬ 
ian homeland, Israel is tryino 
to put the ancient name Sa¬ 
maria back on the map, along 
with Judea, the old name of 
an adjoining area. 

“Don’t call it ‘the West 
Bank.’,” Prime Minister 
Menahem Begin admonished 
reporters after his nationalis¬ 
tic Likud party won last 
May’s election. “It’s ‘Judea 
and Samaria’,’’ he said. 

These words—Yehuda and 
Shomron in Hebrew — are 
common usagein Israel. An 
Israeli army camp one mile 
from Sabastiyah is named 
Shomron, and Jewish settlers 
have moved into the camp to 
start a civilian town. 

Much of the rest of the 
world cglls the area the West 
Bank of the Jordan River. 
But after a decade of putting 
up the roadside signs and 
printing the telephone books, 
Israel would prefer wider re¬ 
cognition of the biblical Jew 
ish names. 

There are three ways of 


referring to this disputed 
area of 2,270 square miles, 
and each has a different 
political significance. 

“Judea and Samaria,’’the 
term favored in Israel, sug¬ 
gests ancient Hebrew power 
because these were the 
names of the two Israelite 
kingdoms formed after the 
death of King Somomon in 928 
B.C. 

Judea (or Judah) had its 
capital at Jerusalem. Its do¬ 
main reached the Mediter¬ 
ranean in the vicinity of mod¬ 
em Tel Aviv and extended 
south to Elath on the Gulf of 
Aquaba. North of Judea, Sa¬ 
maria’s territory Included 
the Mediterranean coastline 
up to today’s Haifa and a big 
loop of what is now Syria and 
the Kingdom of Jordan. 

Samaria (the kingdom was 
also called Israel) is named 
for a man called Simmer who. 
according to the Bible, for 
two talents of silver sold King 
Omri a Jhiil where he and his 
son, Ahab, built a capital. 
Walls and foundations of 
their city are visible today on 
the hill 67 kilometres north of 
Jerusalem. There are also 
column-lined streets from a 
Roman era city (called Se- 
bastia after the Greek name 
for Augustus Caesar. 

*‘We8t Bank of the Jor¬ 
dan’’ suggests a connection to 
Jordan, which was called 
Transjordan until the first 
Arab-Isrieli war in 1948. Jor¬ 
danian troops captured land 
as much as 24 kilometres 
west of the Jordan River in 
that war. The land was an¬ 
nexed and the kingdom 
changed its name to Jordan, 
signifying control over land 
both east and west of the 
famed river.

Complexity of northern people

Southern Canadian stereo¬ 
types of northern peoples do 
not recognize their complex 
ethnic and social differences 
that make any understand¬ 
ing of the north so difficult to 
achieve, the Anglican bishop 
of the region said Wednes¬ 
day. 

Bt. Rev. John Sperry, bish¬ 
op of the Arctic, is in charge 
of the world's largest An^i- 
can diocese-2,7S0,000 square 
miles that run from the 
Mackenzie River basin on 
the west to Baffin Islapd and 
Labrador on the east, includ¬ 
ing all the Arctic islands and 
northern Quebec. 

Among his flock are Eski¬ 
mos of Fort Chimo, Quebec, 
who demanded the expulsion 
of provincial government of¬ 
ficials there; Indians and Eis- 
kimos who live near the 
James Bay hydroelectric de¬ 
velopment, and Eskimos 
whose territory lies in the 
path of a proposed gas pipe¬ 
line from the Arctic islands. 

The people of the Macken¬ 
zie Valley and some of those 
who will be affected by the 
Alaska pipeline are also with-, 
in his diocese. 

Dealing with them can 
sometimes* be exasperating 
for southerners who expect 
to hear the same thing from 
all the peoples of the north- 
land, the bishop said. He is 
visiting Vancouver Island at 
the invitation of Bishop Roy 
Gartrell. 

The Indian Brotherhood of 
the Northwest Territories, 
for instance, is opposed to 
any development In the north 
until land claims are settled. 
The Met! Association of the 
Northwest Territories, how¬ 
ever, is anxious for develop¬ 
ment to come. 

At Fort Chimo, the Eskimo 
people were angry at Quebec 
provincial officials, but the 
local Indian groups stayed 
out of the fracas. 

That incident illustrated^ 
not only the differences in 
perspective and goals be¬ 
tween northern native com¬ 
munities, but also the deep 
resentments that have built 
up in the north, Sperry said. 

“The people feel this very, 
very deeply. They have been 
in the middle between the 
Qwebec government and the 
federal government for 
many, many years.” 

Their resentment could 
very possibly result in their 
ultimately rejecting the 
agreement which outlin^ the 
terms for the massive hydro¬ 
electric development near 
James Bay, and if Quebec 
were to separate, the people 
of the Ungava region in 
northern Quebec could very 
well hold their own 
tion referendum, Spei 

The only project w 
native peoples appear to be 
unanimously against is the 
Polar Gas pipeline from 
Arctic islands through the 
central Northwest Terri¬ 
tories. On most other pro¬ 
jects their opinions are di¬ 
vided, just as southern Cana¬ 
dians are rarely unanimous 
about anything, he noted. 

“You cannot assume that 
because some native groups 
are against development that 
all of them are.” 

The native people in 
Mackenzie Delta feel that 
some development is impor-

“I think the aboriginal peo¬ 
ple definitely have land 
rights. I don't know precise¬ 
ly what they are, but the fact 
that they exist for aboriginal 
peoples all over the world is 
acknowledged by almost 
everyone.” 

The sooner those land 
rights are defined and agreed 
upon, the better things will be 
for the north. 

Canada as a whole will al¬ 
most certainly need the 
wealth of the Arctic, be said, 
and it should not bq extracted 
without “closest co-opera¬ 
tion” with the native peoples 
themselves. 

Several trends indicate im¬ 
provements in the social con¬ 
ditions of the north. Prohibi¬ 
tion of liquor, or other less- 
restrictive control of drink¬ 
ing, is being adopted in com- 
numity after community, and 
althou^ it is too early to 
tell how permanent it will be, 
its social effects in terms of 
less crime and greater social 
stabflity are almost imme¬ 
diately apparent. 

“Closure of tbe liquor store 
at Frobisher Bay has affect¬ 
ed favorably all the com¬ 
munities of south Baffin Is¬ 
land.” 


Another social trend is a 
back-to-the-land movement 
among the native peoples. 
Altho^ some communities 
have almost irretrievably 
lost their hunting and fishing 
skills and their knowledge of 
the traditional hunting 
grounds, a return to their 
native pursuits is still possi¬ 
ble for others. 

“It Is not too late in many 
Eskimo areas to get back to 
what I think is a very accept¬ 
able way of life, compared to 
unemployment and despair. 
“It's not the complete an¬ 


swer, but it certainly could 
be part of R,” as long as 
it is done with caution and 
the natives get some assis¬ 
tance in making the transi¬ 
tion, the bishop said.

Wheat makes a handsome 
wall hanging for fall or for all 
seasons. These hangings are 
relatively easy and inexpen 
sive to make. The basic ma¬ 
terials can be bought at any 
garden shop, and the decora¬ 
tive materials (nuts, cones, 
etc.) can be collected on 
walks through the country¬ 
side or purchased. 

For the basic wheat spray 
you need about 5$ wheat 
stalks and a strand of raffia 
or soft cotton string (about 
two feet). 

an Idea of the arrange¬ 
ment you want by laying the 
wheat on a table top. It will 
rearrange itself somewhat as 
you are weaving it together, 
but xpu do want to be sure 
that some of the stalks are 
higher than others. Pick up 
and hold the stalks in one 
hand and begin weaving with 
the raffia about two inche.s 
below the grain. 

After weaving across your 
sheaf one way, catching 
everythird or fourth stalk, 
come back again threading 
the raffia between alternate 
stalks. Do this about fbur 
times and tie off the two ends 
of raffia. This weaving is nec¬ 
essarily haphazard, but it 
does hold the wheat firmly in 
place. Raffia Is by far the 
best weaving material be¬ 
cause it is the same color as 
the wheat and, more impor¬ 
tant, it is flat so the stalks can 
be pulled close together with¬ 
out breaking or bending. 

Now the wall hanging is 
ready to decorate. You will 
need: 

Wire cutters or dull scis¬ 
sors.

The decoration on the 
wheat sheaf pictured here 
was made from cones and 
aconis collected on several 
ambles through the country¬ 
side. 

Again work out your ar¬ 
rangement of cones on the 
table to get an idea of what 
you want. Flexibility is the 
key. You are dealing with 
three dimensional natural 
materials. Let them fall, 
more or less, into their own 
design as you work with 
them. 

The first step is to wire 
each cone. Cut a six- to ten- 
inch piece of wire. Work the 
wire inside the cone’s base 
petals. Adjust the wire so two 
approximately equal ends 
can be twisted a couple of 
times tight to- the cone. The 
wire then can be used to at¬ 
tach this cone to other wired 
cones or seedpods. The deco¬ 
ration is built by fitting the 
materials into a cohesive de¬ 
sign and wiring each piece in 
place. 

Cones come in all sizes and 
shapes. Small ones can be 
used to fill in the spaces be¬ 
tween big ones. They can be 
used as they grow, or further 
interest can be added to an 
arrangement by making 
“cone flowers.’’ 

One is made simply by cut¬ 
ting a cone in half. The bot¬ 
tom half becomes the “flow¬ 
er.’’ It can be wired the same 
as any other cone. Cones 
from the white pine tree are 
particularly good for this 
treatment. 

When your main decoration 
is arranged and wired, it can 
be wired directly onto the 
woven portion of the wheat 
sheaf. 

The last step after wiring 
the decoration to the wheat is 
to add k small wire loop on 
the back. Now your finished 
wall hanging can be hung up 
to be enjoyed by you and 
others.

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Archie has outsrown Family series 


Edith’s decency puts^ her on top

the Family draws to a close 
this season, Archie Bunker 
has outgrown the series just 
as the series has outgrown 
him. He is a vestigial central 
figure — still superbly con¬ 
ceived and acted, but now a 
sad, gloriously inglorious 
marginal figure. 

Instead, the central figure 
has become Edith Bunker, as 
portrayed by Jean Stapleton. 
She has come to represent 
simple human decency, un¬ 
encumbered by intellectual 
rationalization, social fad- 
dism, conscious growth. 

Her attitudes are instinc¬ 
tive, if she were to pT to 
iiitellectualize them, she 
would probably fall back to 
Archie’s positions. Instead 
she goes where her heart 
leads her — toward love and 
kindness and innate under¬ 
standing. 

On Oct. 9 in one of the most 
delicately handled sequences 
of the entire series, Edith dis¬ 
covered that her dear depart¬ 
ed cousin Liz shared her life 
and affection with another fe¬ 
male schoolteacher, the kind 
of relationship completely 
foreign to the world of Edith 
and Archie. Once the realiza¬ 
tion is there, Edith did not 
judge, she merely empath 
ized. “How terrible,** she 
commiserated with the sad¬ 
dened sur\1vor. “You loved 
somebody and couldn’t tell 
anybody about it....’’ It was 
a compassionate show. 

Again in October All in the 
Family chose a particularly 
difficult sbject: the attempt¬ 
ed rape of Edith by an intrud¬ 
er. As In the case in most of 
All in the Family, there were 
moments when it teetered on 
the edge of disaster, going 
almost too far but halting on 
the brink, recouping its sense 
of honesty, decency, and hu¬ 
manity, culminating in sensi¬ 
tive solution completely in 
character with its principles 
and principals. 

This special one-hour ver¬ 
sion of All in the Family may 
have shocked some viewers. 
Lear and his writers avoided 
being too specific in the de¬ 
tails of the attack, although 
totally specific in its reper¬ 
cussions emotionally and le¬ 
gally. The attitudes of those 


to me last year but this year I 
hear you.** So, there is hope. 

In a new season which has 
lacked any Norman Lear se¬ 
ries (good, bad, but never 
indifferent) on the commer¬ 
cial network and which has 
featured little but superficial 
froth, the North American TV 
viewing public can ill afford 
to lose a show which has ma- 
tureiLinto a revered place in 
so many homes, consistently 
remaining in the top 10 (last 
week sixth, by the way). 

Just as we fight igainst 
age-ism in our own lives and 
battle to up mandatory re¬ 
tirement ages, isn’t it time to 
fight for the same right for 
TV shows? 


But All in the Family has 
taken on a life apart from 
Archie Bunker. Edith Bun¬ 
ker, kitchen shuffle and all. 
shyly rebellious, searching 
for her own identity, reluc¬ 
tant to assert herself but 
coming to understand her 
need to be her own person, 
has become the all-per\'ading 
force of (he show. 

In talking tcf Lear over the 
past few years. I’ve urged 
him to allow Edith to carry on 
alone, making her way out of 
the borough of (Jueens, into 
Manhattan, longing for a new 
life or at least the natural 
blossoming of the simple 
everywoman she certainly 
represents. 

“You know,*’ said Lear just 
the other day, “you skid that 


For eight seasons, North 
American television viewers 
have been infuriated, 
shocked, amused, aston¬ 
ished, entertained (but sel¬ 
dom titillat^) by a television 
show which future TV histori¬ 
ans will probably regard as 
one of the landmark pro¬ 
grams of the 1970s: All In the 
Family. 

Based originally on a Brit 
ish series, the American ver¬ 
sion was re-created under 
television’s major sitcom in¬ 
fluence of the decade, Nor¬ 
man Lear. He took a crude, 
shock-oriented idea and with 
great care and patience re¬ 
fined it, leaving some of the 
original outrageous coarse¬ 
ness as an essential ingre¬ 
dient, but adding charm, 
grace, understanding, and 
most important, humanity. 

The Archie Bunker created 
by Lear and Carroll O’Connor 
has been criticized over the 
years as being just a bit too 
lovable a bigot, a figure 
whom closet bigots through¬ 
out the country might be in¬ 
clined to mimic almost un¬ 
consciously, a nasty man 
whose evil attitudes should be 
confronted head-on more 
often, a character who intro¬ 
duces young people to words 
and attitudes better left to the 
streets rather than intro¬ 
duced in the home. All these 
criticisms have a certain va¬ 
lidity and Norman Lear 
would be thk last person to 
deny that. 

But, in order to create and 
maintain the Archie Bunker 
character, risks were always 
necessary and. In the long 
run. those risks have proven 
to result in a positive and 
constructive series of epi¬ 
sodes in the viewing life of the 
TV public. 

On balance, massive num 
bers of people have learned 
the evils of prejudice from 
Archie. His biases have been 
so subject to scrutiny that it 
is more difficult than ever 
befftre for any individual to 
hold them without becoming 
an object Of legitimate ridi¬ 
cule. 

Thus, as the run of All in

around the victim as well as 
the guilt-ridden victim her¬ 
self were investigated with 
understanding and validity. 
According to Lear, experts 
such as the director of the 
rape treatment centre at 
Santa Barbara hospital were 
consulted, and more than 15 
months of writing and rewrit¬ 
ing went into the production. 

It showed. At moments 
viewers did not know w hether 
to laugh or cry (and perhaps 
the producer, in order to safe¬ 
guard the entertainment 
values, threw In just a bit too 
much slapstick) but in the 
end some viewers found 
themselves applauding — not 
merely for a tightrope walker 
who somehow made it across 
the Grand Canyon, but for 
this particular tightrope 
walker who also carried, fi¬ 
guratively, the difficult bur¬ 
den of conscience. 


Why must All in the Family 
take its leave of the North 
American TV screen? Basi¬ 
cally, because contracts are 
up and mainly because Car¬ 
roll O’Connor, a superb actor 
in his own right, wants to do 
other things—a^t parts other 
than Archie, produce, prob¬ 
ably direct.

It is an unfortunate fact of 
farming, at least for the 
farmer, that wheitever 
everything goes Just right, 
whenever the tun shines only 
when the aun shouid shine 
and the rain rains only when 
the rain should rain, we end 
up with more than we need of 
the things we need and the 
price goes down. 

It has happened this year 
with grain. If everything goes 
as if looks like it will, there 
will be one high com crop 
harvested this year and 
sharply lower feed grain 
prices as a result. It won’t 
happen overnight: it never 
does. But shouid there be an 
abundance of grain in the 
months ahead, it will gradu¬ 
ally begin to affect the price 
we pay for meat. 

One of the first red meats 
that should reflect the lower 
cost of feed grain is pork. 
Pork does not graze on the 
western range like beef. It 
cannot sunive on sagebrush 
and sand as can sheep, so it 
seems. Pigs need to be fed. 
grain fed. to produce top 
quality pork chops and hams. 
This year pigs should eat well 
and so should we. should w'e 
eat them. 

When the price of pork 
comes down, as I predict it 
will, meat men will turn their 
attention to selling pork In all 
manner of marvelous ways. 
It is. you see, much easier to 
make a profit on a product 
when the price is right. When 


The Butcher

a market can buy pork cheap, 
they can make a much larger 
percentage of profit with a 
little creative cutting called 
merchandising. Butchers will 
be turning wholesale cuts of 
fresh poi^ into cutlets and 
kabobs, pork strips for stir 
fry and pork chips for chop 
suey. You’ll pay a premium 
and they’ll pock^A little big¬ 
ger profit as a result of crea¬ 
tive merchandising coupled 
with the low cost of pork. 

If you are going to benefit 
from the bumper grain crop, 
and the lower meat prices it 
is likely to bring, you, not 
your meat man, need to do 
the creative cutting. When it 
comes to pork the best place 
to start is with a butt, some¬ 
times called Boston Shoulder. 

Pork butt, even when the 
price of pig is big, is less than 
the rest; so learning how to 
take advantage of a good buy 
by taking one apart is an art 
worth knowing. Butchers do 
all kinds of things with a Pork 
Butt to make money; you can 
do the same to save some. 

Buy a whole pork butt; it 
weighs only around 6 or 8 
pounds and you can make 
from one to a dozen meals of 
it depending on the size of 
your family. Mine always 
manages six or more. 


First trim off any excess 
fat, bui/do it delicately. You 
are dealing with a treasure 
that will later enhance many 
another meat dish. With the 
longest, thinest, sharpest 
knife you own, slice off the fat 
on the backside of the butt in 
thin sheets, as large and as 
thin as you can make them. 
Lay each sheet on wax paper. 

Stack them; wrap them; 
freeze them and later use 
them aa needed to lard a 
roast of beef, line a loaf pan 
for a tarrine, pate or maybe 
just a meatloaf, or use them 
to bard the breast of any bird 
that needs it and most do. 
Pork fat is a marvelous fla¬ 
vor enhancer for any meat 
that hasn’t enough fat of its 
own. So save it, use it and 
bless the pig for providing it. 

The only bone in a pork butt 
is a portion of the shoulder 
blade and since it is almost 
flat on one side and extends 
at most only halfway through 
the shoulder. It is extremely 


simple to remove. For one of 
the tastiest pork roasts 
you’ve ever eatea remove the 
bone from a pork butt (1), tie 
it securely so that it wiD hold 
its shape on a rack or rotis- 
serle (8), then roast it, bast¬ 
ing from time to time with a 
mixture of orange Juice, 
honey and just a touch of 
prepared mustard. 

Another of the many alter¬ 
natives for pork butt: Cut Uie 
whole piece in half along the 
edge of the blade bone. Slice 
the boneless half for pork 
steaks (3) as thick or as thin 
as you like. Bone out the re¬ 
maining portion and use the 
meat cut in cubes (4) for pork 
kabobs or slice it thin for any 
one of hundreds of quick¬ 
cooking stir fry dishes. 

Pork butt is always a good 
bet when it comes to making 
a good buy on pork; but it 
may be an even better boy 
when the price of pork be^ns 
to reflect the low cost of the 
grain pigs eat.

YOUS GOOD HEALTH 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: When 
high blood pressure has been 
diagnosed, does that mean 
one has it for the rest of one’s 
life? I would think that since 
certain conditions or situa¬ 
tions cause it, once they are 
corrected one would return to 
normal. My doctor says 1 
should continue medication 
for the rest of my life. Since 
there are no symptoms, how 
can I be sure? I have always 
been antf-medicine and don’t 
even like to take aspirins.- 
W.W. 

Controlled hypertension 
(high biood pressure) has no 
symptons, but that doesn’t 
mean the factors that caused 
it originally aren’t there still. 
Uncontrolled it may show up 
in a crisis or emotional dis¬ 
turbance as before. 

Now, an important thing to 
consider Is whether or not 
your hypertension is caused, 
in part at least, by factors 
over which you have some 
direct control. I’m thinking of 
such things as overweight, 
salt intake, and so on. Your 
medicine is probably not the 
only part of your control. 
Later on, when these factors 
are brought under control, 
the dosage may be reduced or 
even discontinued if the doc¬ 
tor feels that Is justified. 
These matters you should 
discuss with him as time goes 
by. 

But. for now, even though 
you feel fine and have no 
symptoms, it would be folly 
to discontinue the drug thera¬ 


py program your doctor has 
established. Your doctor 
keeps the hypertension 
“score” from periodic pres¬ 
sure readings. I assume you 
are having these. Because it 
is often symptomless, high 
blood pressure is all the more 
insidious, a fact revealed in a 
study of (Hiicago residents. 
Of 22,000 studied only 40 per 
cent of those with high blood 
pressure knew they had it, 
and only tl per cent were 
being treated. 

Your aversion to medicine 
seems a bit extreme. Some¬ 
times pill-stopping can be as 
hazardous as pill-popping. 

Dear Dr. nosteson: 1 am 
15 years old and the youngest 
girl of five children. I am 5 
feet 5 inches tall and weigh 
115 pounds. My problem is 
that my nipples never come 
out unless I am cold. I am 
very, very scared and 
ashamedsCan you please tell 
me if anything is wrong with 
me? — Miss G.C. 

Nothing wrong that nature 
and a few additional pounds 
won’t cure in time. You are a 
bit on the slender side, which 
is fine. As your hormone 
levels increase, nature will 
lay down some layers of 
extra tissue (called “filling 
out”). The fact that your nip¬ 
ples pop our occasionally 
means that you are struc¬ 
turally sound. Nothing to be 
afraid or ashamed about. The 
coldness merely contracts 
the tissue around the nipples, 
forcing them out.

NEW FORMS: 

Effective November Ist, 1977, the forms required for termination of tenancies and non-payment of 
rent have been changed and the new forms MUST be used. | 

I 

TERMINATION FOR NON-PAYMENT OF RENT: i 

A tenant is required to pay his rent on the date due. Failure to do so may result in his jbeing served 
with a Notice of Termination. | 

He then has 5 days to pay the rent and if he does so within this period, the Notice b^omes void. 

If rent is not paid within the 5 days or a dispute is not filed with the Rentalsman, the tenant must 
vacate the premises on the -date shown on the Notice of Termination. j 

RIGHT OF DISPUTE: / 

When a tenant receives a Notice of Termination, he has the right of dispute before 'die Rentalsman. 
If he fails to Hie a dispute; or in the case of non-payment of rent, still does not pay^.he is considered 
to have accepted the termination of his tenancy and must vacate the premises, i 

I 

REASONS MUST BE STATED: 

Every Notice of Termination MUST contain the specific reasons why the landlord/is terminating the 
tenancy. 

NEW SECURITY DEPOSIT PROCEDURES: / 

At the termination of a tenancy, a landlord must, within 15 days^ either 

(A) have the ienanFs written permission to retain all or part of the security deposit; 

(B) file a claim upon the tenant and the Rentalsman; 1 

<C) or commence a court action against the tenant. / 

Failure to do one of the above will result in the landlord forfeiting his claim, in which case the tenant's 
security deposit MUST be returned. j 

A landlord is no longer required to send the security deposit to the Rentalsn^an, but the Rentalsman 
will continue to resolve any disputes. 

MOBILE HOME PARKS: 

Entry A Exit Fees: A landlord may not charge, directly or indirectly, any/fee for the assignment or 
subletting of residential premises^ including a mobilt home pad. 

He may not arbitrarily or unreasonably withhold copsent to the assignment or 
subletting of a pad.

Retroactive to May 1st, 1977, rent increases are now limited to 7% annually. 
HERE ARE THE NEW PROVISIONS FOR RENT INCREASES: 

(1) Notices of rent increases must be given on the forms supplied by the Rent Review Commission; 

(2) A copy of the form must be sent to the commission within 7 days of serving the tenant, even if the 
premises are exempt from the 7% limit; 

(3) All Increased rents must be rounded to the nearest dollar; 

(These 3 provisions apply to rent increase notices to be given during November or after, that would 
take effect on or after March 1st, 1978.) 

(4) Additional occupancy charges are not allowed on or after January Ist, 1978; 

(5) A tenant may apply to the Rent Review Commission for a rent reduction when a service is sub¬ 
stantially reduced or oiscontinued, and 

(6) A tenant may deduct any rent overpayments from future rent payments or contact the Rent 
Review Commission. 

The old provisions of 3 months notice of an increase and a minimum of 12 months between increases 
still apply. 

EXCEPTIONS: 

(1) Landlords may apply to the Rent Review Commission for an increase greater than 7%; 

(2) Landlords may apply before January Ist, 1978 to have additional occupancy charges retained; 

(3) Certain expenditures, such as nujor repairs and improvements; may also qualify a landlord for an 
additional rent increase.

OTTAWA (CP) - Govern¬ 
ment HP Herb Gray predict¬ 
ed Ibursday that new gov¬ 
ernment meakuies to fight 
unempioymeot would prove 
Ineffective. 

And he said a^ government 
dedskNi to tighten wage con¬ 
trols next year might well 
appear to wage-eambrs as a 
broken promise. 

Gray, MP tor Windsor West 
for 18 years and a minister in 
the Trudeau cabinet for five 
years to 1974, attacked the 
government in the (tommons 
on the ground It had stalled 
promised reforms in con¬ 
sumer law, food-pricing poli¬ 
cy and the economy general¬ 
ly- 

Finance Minister Jean 
Chretien sat a few seats away 
from Gray as the lawyer-poli- 
tieian picked anart Cnre- 
tkn's program to revive the 
lagging economy. 

(}hietleo applauded when 
Gray wound up by saying his 
criticism was meant to be 
constructive, "as someone 
who wantSrthe gov^nthent to 
be liberal, not just in name, 
hut also in policy orientation 
and action." 

Gray’s speech was cut 
short by Commons time 
limits, but he issued the rest 
of his text to the press. 

He predicted that the gov¬ 
ernment would soon have to 
do more "to stimulate the 
buying power of Canadians 
and generally to get the econ¬ 
omy moving" than the tax 
cuts and spending announced 
last wed[ by Chretien. 

The personal tax cuts of up 
to $100 in 1978 for lower in¬ 
comes would likely be spent 
simply to maintain existing 
livii^ standards in the face of. 
inflation and next year's 
wage bold. Gray said. 

The additional $150 milHon 
ip direct make-work projects 
would generate a maximum 
30,009 jobs—"not much when 
close to one million are out of 
work." 

"Contrary to what the 
prime minister appears to 
have suggested a few weeks 
ago, them aren't enough Jobs 
available for the unemployed 
if only they would be wilUng 
to Uke them," Gray said. 

And he suggested that Tru¬ 
deau and Chretien get togeth¬ 
er in advice to Canadians. He 
said the prime minister 
seemed to be discouraging 
spending by saying the peo¬ 
ple were living beyond their 


means, while the finance 
minister had called on them 
to spend more to generate 
demand, production and Jobs. 

Gray attacked government 
plans to control pay increases 
early next year to a basic six 
per cent—a limit below the 
inflation rate of more than 
eight per cent. 

He quoted a government 
pledge when controls wbre 
imposed in 1975 that limits 
would be set so that "the 
income of employees will 
keep pace with the rise in the 
cost of living." 

Dismissing Trudeau’s con¬ 
tention that tax cuts would 
compensate for tighter wage 
controls. Gray said, "This 
decisloo could well appear to 
woritofs to break the promise 
the government made at the 
time the controls program 
was introduced." 


Gray's basic criticism was 
that the government had 
failed' to take advantage of 
the breathing space provided 
by pay and price controls to 

introduce promised reforms 
"to ensure a more efficient 
and competitive economy"— 
ita pledge when controls were 
imposed- 

Instea\l, he Said, essential 
reforms '$f business law, con¬ 
sumer protection, food-price 
policy and industrial strategy 
had been ^postponed. At the 
same time, the government 
had contributed to economic 
problems.by setting price 
rises for ofl and gas to artifi¬ 
cial world fxtes rather than 
real coats. 

Specifically, Gray said: 

•The government might be 
holding back on passage of 
bills to protect consumers

and stimulate business com- 
petition "because of what ap¬ 
pears to be the developing 
and well-orcbestrated cam¬ 
paign of certain eleihents ex¬ 
pressing the views of the 
largely big-business sector in 
opposition to these bills." 

•New lovemment plans 
for a fooQ-policy conference 
next February appeared to 
be yet another stall on a pro¬ 
mise first made in February, 
1974. 

•The government had done 
nothing toward implement¬ 
ing an over-all Industrial 
strategy. Including decisions 
Off which indostries should be 
nourished and protected, 
"after toying with the idea a 
tow yeats ago and putting it 
aside." 

•Little would be accom¬ 
plished in pushing output in¬ 
creases unless the govern¬ 
ment acknowledged the key 
role of management and re¬ 
cognised that Canadian work¬ 
ers were falling behind their 
U.S. counterparts in total 
compensation—contrary to 
government claims.

Attorney-General Garde 
Gardom of British Columbia 
said the ministers at their 
next meeting would attempt 
to arrive at specific recom- • 
mendatioos for strengthening 
federal laws dealing with 
child pornography.

A Canadian t^cial agreed 
that the Alberta proposal 
might result in a "damn 
complicated" Canadian and 
international situation, ad¬ 
ding that he did not expect 
any type of action on it for a 
considerable time. 

But if Canada and the U.S. 
later felt that these reduc¬ 
tions were not exactly what 
was needed, bilateral nego¬ 
tiations between the two 
might result in further trade 
arrangements, he said. 

The Alberta meat import 
proposalmight put the Cana¬ 
dian government in the diffi¬ 
cult position of negotiating 
concessions for one province.

These talks 
are expected to result in 
some international tariff re¬ 
ductions, perhaps in a year or 
two. , 

But if Canada and the U.S. 
later feel that these reduc¬ 
tions were are not exactly 
what was needed, bilateral 
negotiations between the two 
might result in further trade 
arrangement, be said. 

These talks might include 
Lougheed's proposal to in¬ 
crease the level of Canadian 
cattle and beef exports to the 
U.S., now limited under a vol¬ 
untary restraint agreement. 

The official said that if the 
U.S. is forced to increase the 
quota for Canadian beef im¬ 
ports from Alberta in ex¬ 
change for the gas, it prob¬ 
ably would legally be able to 
reduce imports from other 
countries supplying beef to 
the U.S. 

‘‘But all these other coun¬ 
tries would obviously scream 
bloody murder," he said. 
“We'd really take some flak 
on it." 

He also warned that the 
Alberta proposal might put 
the Canadian government in 
the difficult position of nego¬ 
tiating concessions for one 
province. Increased pressure 
from other provinces for spe¬ 
cial trade breaks would fol¬ 
low.

WASHINGTON (CP) — 
Energy needs In the United 
States wiir be a major factor 
in determining whether the 
country is willing to negotiate 
some trade concessions for 
Canada in return for higher 
natural gas exports, officials 
of both countries said this 
week. 

But they warned that the 
type of arrangement pro¬ 
posed by Alberta Premier 
Peter Lougheed, who wants 
U.S. tariff barriers on cattle 
and petrochemical exports 
from his province lowered 
before Alberta gas exports 
are increased, might be ex¬ 
tremely difficult to set up. 

Thomas Enders, U.S. am¬ 
bassador to Canada, said re¬ 
cently that the U.S.was will¬ 
ing to talk with Canada about 
the Alberta idea as part of a 
worldwide movement for 
freer trade. 

A senior U^S. official here 
said in an interview that no 
talks had been held on the 
proposal because studies of 
U.S. natural gas needs were 
still under way. 

The U.S. should have a bet¬ 
ter view of its natural gas 
needs within the next few 
months and can then decide 
“how desperately yi need 
the (Alberta) gas find how 
much we are willing to pay 
for it, not just momentarily 
but politically." 

AMough the type of ex- 
chan^ sought by Alberta is 
“legally and technically fea¬ 
sible." the trade concessions 
Alberta wanted might be too 
high a price to pay for the 
gas, he said. 

The U.S. has been seeking 
extra Albertj gas to encour¬ 
age an early start on a pipe¬ 
line that eventually would 
bring Alaskan natural gas to 
the lower 48 slates. The 
southern portion of the pipe¬ 
line could be built first to 
carry Alberta gas until Alas¬ 
kan supplies are available, 
thus helping to spread the 
cost of pipeline construction. 

A Canadian official said in 
an inteniew that the U.S. 
cannot simply decide to lower 
tariffs for some Alberta ex¬ 
ports.

The diajnetricaUy<}pposed 
riews were expneased Thun- 
day during the third day of 
the annual meeting of the in¬ 
dustrial relationa secti<m of 
the Canachan Pulp and Paper 
Association at the Ehipress. 

Lanstedl said he was con¬ 
vinced that the Canadian pub¬ 
lic, “after putting up with the 
poet office fiasco, the arro¬ 
gance of the air controllers 
and, cioeer to horrie, the 
Thanksgi\’ing “turkey” pae- 
sented to British Columbians 
by the ferry workers, is not 
onlt totally fed iq> but con¬ 
vinced there must be no right 
on the part of any minority 
group to deprive the country 
of essential services.”

Morris mrugged and said 
Lanskail d^’t know what he 
w'as talkirtg about. 

Lanskail told the conference 
that when wage and price 
controls are lifted next 
spring” the responsibility for 
defence against inflammatory 
settlements will once • again 
rest squarely on manage¬ 
ment. It will be their decision 
to say no to collective bar¬ 
gaining demands that de¬ 
crease efficiency, raise costs 
inordinately, create inflation 
and damage the economy.” 

Lanskail said he had some 
reservations as to' whether 
management was ready for 
the role it was about to be 
thrust into. 

“Is the will and determina¬ 
tion now present ... to resist 
improvident union demands 
... it certainly wasn't prior 
to October, 1975,” Lanskail 
saud. “Are emoloyers examin¬ 
ing organizational structures 
to balance the collective 
power of large unions? Many 
employers rejected such mea¬ 
sures prior to October, 1975. 

“In short, is Canadian man¬ 


agement now ready, willing 
and able to conduct free col¬ 
lective bargaining without 
creating another inflationary 
spAi'al?”

Garden Notes 




They are completing a wider high¬ 
way and a new bridge over the county 
seat where I spend my summers. The 
builders, and bankers, and some of the 
merchants pushed this project as hard 
as they could, and won. 

I happen to think that they lost more 
than they won. Because what is going to 
happen there is what has happened in 
all other parts of the United States. The 
county seat will dwindle, and its ‘^down- 
town” will die off. 

The new highway and bridge will 
bring more people into the county. No 
doubt of that. It will also inflate the 
price of land and property: A “strip” 
will spring up along the highway, 
jammed with fast-food franchises, gas 
stations, and a host of unsightly tourist 
traps. 

Next, a mall or plaza will be built on 
the far outskirts of the town. This will be 
funded and owned by outside money 
from Minneapolis, Milwaukee, or Chi¬ 
cago. Attractively designed and con¬ 
veniently located, this vast shopping 


centre will lure both townspeople ana 
farmers away from the downtown 
shops. 

A couple of hotel chains will open 
new facilities there, taking further busi¬ 
ness away from the local motels. All the 
“action” will be on the strip and its 
adjacent areas. Farmland will be ce¬ 
mented over, and the scenic beauty that 
attracted so many tourists will be cur¬ 
tailed. disfigured, and commercialized. 

There will be bitter disputes between 
city and county toning boards, and long 
drawn-out litigatioo between the pro¬ 
moters and the envirdninenulists. The 
advocates of “progress” will argue that 
the city must grow or die; while the 
partisans of the status quo will contend 
that all growth is not progress. 

Change will win, because change is 
irresistible; but there will be little, if 
any, overall planning, and eventually 
the worst fears of the environmentalists 
will be realized. But the real irony 
behind it all is that the hopes of the local 


business community will be frustrated 
as well. 

For every demographic study of a 
similar situation has shown that even 
small cities wither as automotive mobil¬ 
ity Ipcreases through new highways. 
That downtowns do not prosper when 
thoir suburbs and exurbs are improved; 
rather, that people move away, sbbp 
elsewhere, and values decline in the 
central city as effective purchasing- 
power bypasses it. 

But people lean slowly, if at all, and 
they rarely lean from the experiences 
of others. The highway builders will do 
well. The land speculators may get rich. 
The “foreign” investors will tun an 
easy profit. But the county will be left 
flat on its seat, paying the bills for 
services, while the region is ravaged by 
the fast-buck operators. 

1 hope 1 am wrong as can be. Early, 
and tough, planning may forestall this 
predictable scenario, for the first time 1 
know about.

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I have been devoting quite a bit of 
column space recently to discussing 
tulip and hyacinth bulbi suitable for 
potting np to grow indoors through the 
winter months. 

As in all other aspects of gardening, 
there are a few tricks of the trade 
helpful in the indoor culture of bulbs. 

One problem that always crops up is 
what kind of pot or container to use. 
Standard old-fashioned clay pots are 
quite satisfactory as far as healthy 
growth is concerned, but they do have 
one serious disadvantage in that with 
most of the common sizes, only one bulb 
can be planted in each pot, which makes 
for a rather inadequate display. 

If you ape buying new pots, then try 
to get the squatty ones known as bulb 
pans, wider than they are tall and big 
enough to take several bulbs. 

Earthenware pots are not much used 
nowadays — they are difficult to keep 
clean, for one thing and the trend is 
toward lightweight rigidplastic materi¬ 
als that come in almost perfect propor- 
tioiM to take throe hyacinths or four 
tulips. 

While clay or plastic pots with drain¬ 
age ^es in the bottom mvide the most 
healthful growing conditions, they are 
not particularly ornamental; in fact, the 
clay pots are positively ugly. Fortuna¬ 
tely, bulbs can be grown quite satisfac¬ 
torily in pretty ornamenul china bowls. 

My wife has two especially prized 
bowls, a Uoalport and a Moorcroft, 
which I have used — under protest — 
without harm to either bulbs or bowls. 


atari by putting in two or three inches of 
your p^ing soil or mix. 

Make this firm with your fingers, 
then sit one of your bulbs on it to check 
for depth; the depth of soil under the 
bulb should be such that the nose of the 
bulb is Just peeping over the rim of the 
pot. 

With the depth adjusted, place your 
bulbs in position, packing them In as 
closely as you please but not quite 
touching one another. 

Spoon more soil around and between 
the bulbs, firming it with the fingers, 
finishing off half an inch below the rim 
of the pot to allow for watering. The 
bulbs’ noses should be sticking up 
through the soil surface. 

Water the pots, then store them 
away in a cold, dark place. Success with 
bulbs — tulips, hyacinths, daffs, cro¬ 
cuses — depends more than anting 
else on very cool, dark storage for two to 
three months while the bulbs are ntting 
themselves rooted. A root cellar is 
ideal. A cold corner of the basement is 
good, or a fruit cupboard where the 
temperature remains constantly well 
below 10 degrees C. 

The soil or planting mix should be 
kept moist but never really wet. Give 
water only when the surfece feels defin¬ 
itely dry to the touch, and avoid soggi¬ 
ness in the bottom of the pot. 

Introducing the rooted and sprouted 
bulbs into warmth and sunlight is a bit 
tricky, and I will be writing about this at 
the appropriate time. 


And OB one oecasion, when I had more 
bulbs thaa eontainert, 1 pressed into 
service aa ancient Pyrex casserole fo 
bold three byadnth bulbs. 

In selecting ornamental china bowls 
for bulb culture, they should be big 
enough to take fr^ three to five bulbs. 
They should be fairly deep, certainly not 
less than InchM, and ideally they 
should have vertical or iteeply sloping 
sklet. Shallow-sloping sides, as in so 
many of the Chineae pottery bowls, 
don’t give enough depth under the outer 
circle of bulbs for aifequate rooting. 

Such containers differ in one impor¬ 
tant aspect from flower pots: They have 
no drainage holes. Because of this, the 
culture is a little different. 

Watering must be done with consi¬ 
derably more care and restraint, as 
there is nowhere for excess water fo go. 
And while sandy loam or purchased 
potting soil works fine in regular flower 
pots, soil of any kind tends to go bad 
sour and stagnant — in an undTained 
bowl when overwatered. 

For this reason, when planting bulbs 
in china bowls, I think it is best to use a 
soil substitute — peat moss, perlite, 
vermiculite or any of the soil-less mix¬ 
tures such as Reddi-Earth, Jifiy-Mix or 
Mica-Peat. 

Certain kinds of bulbs can be grown 
in pebbles and water, and this will be 
the subject of another column. 

With flower pots, first cover the 
drainage holes in the bottom with a 
half-inch layer of wet peat mo8.s, then 


WASHINGTON - It never 
got too much attention but the 
federal government has been 
unable to spend $22 billion 
over the past 27 months that 
Congress had authorized in 
the budget.

“It isn’t as easy as every¬ 
one thinks,” he said, looking 
haggard. 

“Have you ever tried to 
apend $22 billion?” 

“I haven’t, but my wife 
has,” I said. 


“This is no laughing mat¬ 
ter,” he said. “I have to get 
rid of it or my job is on the 
block.” 

“Why don’t you call the De¬ 
fence Department? They 
could use it up in a jiffy.” 

“They’re lousy with money 
over there. They’re having a 
helluva time spending what 
we gave them last year. I 
sent over a couple of billion 
last week and they sent it 
back. Said they didn’t have 
any place to put it.” 

“What about HEW?” 1 
asked. 

“When it comes to asking 
for money they’re always 
there. But throw it at them 
and they can’t figure out who 
to give it to. The trouble is 
that all the goveremental de¬ 
partments ask for more than 
they need on the assumption 
Congress will cut them (town. 
Then when they get the full 
amount they’re in a pickle.” 

“How about the CIA? 
Couldn’t they use the $22 
billion to overthrow an un¬ 
friendly government?” 

“I can’t talk about the CIA, 


but they still have billions in 
numbered Swiss bank ac¬ 
counts. After Chile they’re 
keeping a low profile as for as 
spending large sums of 
money goes. They won’t take 
more than a few hundred mil¬ 
lion, and then they do it under 
protest.” 

“Hey, maybe you could 
give the money in foreign 
military aid?” 

“We thought of that, but no 
one seems to be able to man¬ 
ufacture the stuff fast 
enough. We have a couple of 
billion (toilers of hardware in 
the pipeline, but we can’t pay 
for the equipment until it’s 
delivered.” 

“You’re really up against 
the wall.” I saidL “1 thought it 
was easy to give away money 
in the government.” 

“Don’t let anybody kid you. 
By the time a bureaucrat 
does all the paperwork, it 
takes a year to get rid cif a 
measly itk milHon.” 

“Everyone thinks govern¬ 
ment people are such big 
spendero” 

“The bureaucrats cry Hke 
mad when you don’t give it to 


them. But when you do they 
scream bloody murder that 
they don’t have enough peo¬ 
ple to give it away.” 

My friend’s secretary 
came in. “The Treasury just 
sent back $1.5 billion. Tliey 
say they overestimated the 
interest they had to pay on 
government bonds.” 

“Well, we’re not taking it! ’’ 
my friend shouted. “They 
know damn well once they 
accept the money they can’t 
give it back.” 

“But they dumped it all 
over my office,” she cried.”

A court hearing to settle 
property, which Mrs. Cooke 
estimated at more than 1100 
million in her divorce petition, 
is eet for neat Feburary. 
Cb(Ae did not attend Thurs¬ 
day’s uncontested divorce 
proceeding. 


Nationa] Land owns 2 Church 
Street, absented himself from 
debate on that particular 
building at council in commit¬ 
tee this ^ week. 

But he remained to discuss 
the other two buildings being 
considered , Ha slam Hall and 
the old CPR station, and 
expressed his concerns over 
the proigct. 

aty council voted, with Ney 
absent, to go ahead with 
amendments to the bylaws de¬ 
signating the three as heri- 
Uge buildings. They will be 
ready for consideration by 
council Nov. 7 and eligible for 
final adoption two weeks 
later. 

OwTiers of Haslam Hall and 
2 Church Street, have already 
protested the designation, 
saying it would create finan¬ 
cial hardship. CPR has been 
sent a letter from the city, 
outlining the plans to desig¬ 
nate the old station as a heri¬ 
tage building, but the city has 
received no reply. 

Haslam Hall, which over¬ 


looks downtown Nanaimo 
from its site at the comer of 
Cbmox Road and Wallace 
Street, has been the subject of 
a long campaign for its pre¬ 
servation. It has been threat¬ 
ened with demolition several 
times, as owners made plans 
to develop the lot it sits on, 
along with two adjacent lots. 

The last time the property 
changed hands, Haslam Hall, 
along with the two lots next 
door, sold for $585,000. 

Elizabeth Norcroes, chair¬ 
man of the heritage commit¬ 
tee, told council that the com¬ 
pany which owns Haslam Hall 
has objected to the heritage 
designation, and wants com¬ 
pensation if the bylaW goes 
ahead. 

New provincial legislation 
allows council to compensate 
owners of heritage buildings, 
but does not specify exactly 
how. Neither does it make 
such compensation manda¬ 
tory. 

Haslam Hall now is an 
apartment builthng. and is 


owned by Compass Develop¬ 
ments Ltd. 

A previous owner of the 
property had arranged with 
city council to build apart¬ 
ments or. the other two lots, 
leaving Haslam Hall un¬ 
touched, at the same density 
he would have been allowed 
on the three lots. 

Miss Norcross said that her 
committee had some indica¬ 
tion that there was a condi¬ 
tion in Compass’ sales agree¬ 
ment that Haslam Hall must 
be preserved. 

Ney said that because CPR 
has not replied to the letter 
about the old station does not 
mean it has no objections to 
the heritage designation. 

And. he said. CPR should 
be treated as fairly as city 
council would treat a widow 
who was about to lose her life 
savings. Hie designation 
could creqte a financial hard¬ 
ship on the company^ he said,, 
and council should get CPR’s 
views. y 

He earned that CPR would 


probably ask tor compensa¬ 
tion, and he worried whether 
this compeniadai), along with 
the compgnsAtion for th* 
other two buildingf, would be 
too expenaive tor the eity. 
which is working on a 'Ught 
budget. 

Council proposes to desig¬ 
nate only the facade of 2 
Church Street as heritage. 

Dave Spearing, a Nanaimo 
architect on the committee, 
said that facades of buildings 
have been lucceMfuUy pre¬ 
served across North America, 
including ones in Gastown. 
Spearing was involved in Gas- 
town restoration before he 
moved to Nknaimo. 

But, a letter from Great Na- 
tknial Land to the provincial 
govenmimt has protested 
that the heritage designation 
of the facade would be too ex¬ 
pensive for the company. 

Only one building in Nanai¬ 
mo has been officially given 


heritage designation, this is 
the Frontier BuiliBtig, across 
the street from 2 Church 
Street, and algo owned by 
Great National Land.

MDimtEAL — (CP) — 
Rene Npigneault. recentiyre- 
tired Montreal police director, 
further implicated a senior 
city police officer Thursday in 
the planning of a 1972 illegal 
police break-in erf a left-wing 
news agency. 

Daigneaull’s testimony be¬ 
fore a Quebec commission of 
inquiry into the break-in bore 
on two letters he wrote last 
year which identtfied Assis¬ 
tant dhirf Inspector Paul 
Beaudry as the officer who 
authorized the participetion of 
Montreal anti-tenb^t of¬ 
ficers in the raid. The RXTMP 
and Quebec provincial police 
• also took part. 

Daigneault said, however, 
that he was firmly opposed to 
disciplining Montreal police 
officers who took part in the 
illegal break-in. 

"I was convinced that those 
police offioers had acted in 
good faith,” he told the inqui¬ 
ry. "My decision not to im¬ 
pose disciplinary measures 
was taken quickly.” 

Beaudry had flatly denied 
at Wednesday’s hearing that 
he had any prior knowledge of 
the break-in and contested the 
accuracy of relevant sections 
of the letters. 

When confronted with an¬ 
other letter, Beaudry replied: 
"It is completely false be¬ 
cause I w'as not informed of 


the planning ... or exiecutioii 
of the operation.’" 

But I^gneault, who could 
not recall clearly what infon- 
mation he used to draft the 
reports, said Beaudry was 
present when he submitted 
them to a meeting of the I\i>> 
lie Security Qwncil, which 
regulates Montreal police ac- 
tivitlM, on April 9,1976. 

This oontraeted with 
deaudrye earner declaration 
that "I would not have ao< 
cepted” any sugfastion that 
he had authorized the raid. 
He testified, however, that he 
did not clearly remember 
what was discussed at the 
meeting. 

Daigneault stressed that he 
only gained knowledge of the 
break-in in Atnril, 1976, after 
former RGMP Constable Rob¬ 
ert Samson first revealed po* 
lice responsibility for it dur¬ 
ing his trial on an unrelated 
bombing charge.

The credit arrangement, set

(Canadian dollar has plunged 
to about 90 U.S. cents from 
$L03 a year ago. 

’Tlie Itemative to arrang¬ 
ing the backup credit through 
private banks would have 
been a direct borrowing 
abroad by the govemmwit. 

But that actiem would have 
increased the deficit in gov- 
^emment accounts—and the 
impact might have led to fur¬ 
ther selling of C^anadian dol¬ 
lars. 

Tory finance critic Sinclair 
Stevens said in a telephone in- 
tej^iew the move would "give 
confidence to the world fiiat 
there are resources available 
to continue to resist a further 
decline of the (Zlanadian dol¬ 
lar." 

But he added that "with 
this country’s inherent 
strength and resources it is 
unfortunate that Canada has 
been humiliated in the eyes of 
the world" by the govern¬ 
ment's action.

In effect the new bylaw re¬ 
moved the city from setdng 
any ftore hours for retail out¬ 
lets. which had be^ the iman* 


imous intent of the council 
during two previous meetings 
at which the bylaw was dis¬ 
cussed. 

Final reading will be under¬ 
taken at the council's next, 
meeting in two weeks. 

As compared to previous 
meetings at which the bylaw 
was discussed, there was little 
representation at the meeting 
from the merchants w'ho were* 
either pro or con.

:ih Iti letter the group said

Both Aid. Alice Chiko and 
Mayor Ifoward McLean re¬ 
sponded to the group's re¬ 
quest with the question as to 
why the barbers required any 
special treatment and uhy 
they could not agree among 
themselves as to their hours 
of operation. 

A spokesman for the group 
said that it was not concerned 
with preset operators, but 
wotild be concerned that any 
new barbershop operations 
coming Into the roi^t 
break with the agreement and 
force the othera to change 
their hours. 

Aid, Walter Behn pointed 
out that since all the barbers 
ware unionized, tfa^, asiy^ 
group in the c^, should be 


able to set and enforce the 
hours during which the shops 
operated. 

There was no further dis¬ 
cussion as the bylaw came up 
and received the unanimous 
support of council. 

Council also had at hand a 
letter from Royal Oak Hold¬ 
ings Ltd. of Vancouver. 

This was the company 
which had applied to the re¬ 
gional district for consider^ 
ation of rezoning of property 
on the outskirtB of the city for 
creation of a 40-plu8-etoPa 
shopping man last spring. 

sS^utives of the company 
had met with the city just a 
week ago to discuss possible 
location within city bounda¬ 
ries. 

In the letter, the company 
confirmed that it would be in¬ 


terested in locating at the site 
of the city’s new industrial 
parte, located on Johnston 
Road, but had no interest in 
locating in the downtown 
eore. 

It would be prepared, the 
letter said, to purchase 12 
acres of property facing on 
Johnston, fulty serviced and 
appropriately zoned, for up to 
$1 per square foot 

To axHxanmodate the maQ 
as they envisaged it at this 
site, the latter said, would re¬ 
quire at least 1,000 feet of 
frontage on Johnston. 

Vice-president of the com¬ 
pany Lm Dirassar was at the 
meeting, and offered to an¬ 
swer any questlooe which 
council had on the mtter. 

He told council that the ob¬ 
jection to the downtown loca¬ 


tion of the mall came prin¬ 
cipally from the major parti¬ 
cipant, K-Mart, which had no 
interest m any revitalizing of 
a downtoMm core and saw it 
as too expensive a location for 
the operation. 

As to the centre itself, 
Dirassar said, It would closely 
resemble the company’s .dev¬ 
elopment in Campbell River, 
of which he had brought some 
photos tor council. 

"Of course, we hope to Im¬ 
prove on our ChmpiMll River 
project in devek^i^ the mall 
here," he said. 

Aid. George MicKhight 
asked what the ocenpany 
WD^ do if there was no man¬ 
ner in which it could obtain 
the 1,000-foot frontage on 
Johnston. 

"We would accommodate 


ourselves aocordlngjy, 
"IMrassar replied, "But It 
would be unfortunate from the 
standpoint of the appearance 
of the mall." 

Aid. Jim Robertson said 
that he was aware that the 
company's options ^on the 
property they had originally 
considered outside the city 
would expire soon. 

"Do you require an ^[ree- 
ment from the city in princi¬ 
ple before that time?** he 
asked. 

Dirassar indicated toat the 
company did not feel that it 
should necessarily have an 
immediate commitment. 

"Naturally, we would hope 
for an ecu’ty agreem^t with 
the city so that we can get 
our plans rolling,** he said. 


A motion to pass the letter 
jover to a meet^ <rf the com¬ 
mittee of the whole was then 
passed. 

After the meeting, Dirassar 
and oompnny president J. 
Aceman ipdlcated that they 
were rea^ to moye on the 
new mall "as soon as we can 
conclude our deal with the 
city.’* 

They would probably start 
construction by AprH of next 
year, they said, and the mall 
woidd take approximately 
nine months to build. *11167 
had decided during the meet¬ 
ing, they said, to let their op¬ 
tions on the other property 
ejqpire.

Some regional board direc- 
t o r s thought that the 
chamber’s study would be a 
duplication . of studies.

Fisheries-fishermen rapport 
somewhat less than chummy

CAMPBELL RIVER — 
Commercial fishermen in this 
community have exiH«ssed 
their anger and Yrustration 
over government-decreed clo¬ 
sure of local waters for chum 
salmon fishing for the rest of 
this year — a ‘‘premature” 
closure that wll cost the B.C. 
economy an estimated $9 mil¬ 
lion. 

Area 13 waters have been 
closed for the past month, but 
news of continued closure was 
a major blow to the 200 fisher¬ 
men who received notice of 
the final itiuitdawn last Fri¬ 
day. 

\l’hile placard-bearing pro¬ 
testers demonstrated outside 
the community hall, the 200 
fishermen received advance 
notice of the intended shut¬ 
down inside during a five-hour 
session with a panel of fish¬ 
eries officials and biologists. 

According to a spokesman 
for the commercial fishermen 
the chum run — which peaks 
in October but lasts until De¬ 
cember — is one of the most 
valuable runs and may repre¬ 
sent up to 50 per cent of the 
fishermen's income tor the 
year. 

Dick Crouter, director of 
field operations for the Pacif¬ 


ic region of Environment Can¬ 
ada, said biological studies 
and recent catches ^^lowed 
that stocks are at less than 
half the‘2.6-milli(Hi level (Higi- 
nally estimated for this year. 
The remaining stock — now 
estimated at between one mil¬ 
lion and 1.4 million fish — will 
be allowed to complete its run 
to the Fraser River spawiiing 
grounds. Roughly 60 per cent 
of the entire run spawns in 
the Fraser. 

Only 20,000 fish have been 
counted in the Fraser this 
year so far, Crouter said, and 
tiiere are <Hily three or tour 
spawning wedcs left "This 
year we wanted a two-mllllon 
escapement count to ensure 
the safety of our program to 
gradualiy rebuild our stocks," 
he said. The chum have never 
fully recovered from a major 
depletkHi in 1963. 

"But we had to cut that fig¬ 
ure back to 16 million and 
now I would be happy if 14 
million chum spawned this 
year," Crouter said. Commer¬ 
cial fishermen w^'e expected 
to catch (Hie million (dnims 
this year, but only took 
1DO{000. At $10 a fish that adds 
up to over $9 mlllkHi," he 
said. 

The fishermen question the 
department’s method of test¬ 
ing ior fish population. "All 


we want." said longtime skip¬ 
per Ben Lagos, "is further 
proof that there i.s not enough 
fish. You can’t tell how many 
are out there unless we 
all go out and test the fish.” 

Charges that the ministry’s 
testing procedures are inade¬ 
quate are false, Crouter said. 
"Past performance — corre¬ 
lation of (Xir estimates with 
the actual end-of-run totals — 
is extremely accurate," he 
said. 

For some reaion the chum 
run is very low this year, he 
said. "We just haven’t had a 
good seascHi and we don’t 
know why — we don't have 
any answers.’’ 

The major proWem, Crouter 
said, is ttot chum cycles are 
the most unpredictable of all 
the salmcHi species. "To know 
exactly what is going on we 
would have to monitor the en¬ 
tire three and four-year 
cyclea, which would take a 
fantastic amount of money." 

"After the incubation period 
when the fry hatch and leave 
the estuary, we have pretty 
good idea of uhere they go 
but we don’t know what hap¬ 
pens out there," Oouter said. 

The monitoring system is 
"a major budgetary item" 
federal fisheries and Eiiviron- 
ment Minister Romeo La- 


Blanc will have to (insider in 
future, Crouter said. "It’s a 
high priority item, but there 
are so many high priority 
items. The intensive three- 
week herring fishery is start¬ 
ing soon and it will be our 
major cwicern until it’s 
over.” 

A reciuest voiced by com¬ 
mercial fishermen that the 
ministty give them more 
input in policy-making is not 
feasible, Crouter said. "We 
are talking about a multi- 
milliiHMlollar industry here — 
we can’t open areas simply 
because a fisherman or even 
a fishery officer says he spot¬ 
ted a trig run."

Nanaimo finds heritage designation not so simple

NANAIMO 4- Three Nanai¬ 
mo buildings may soon be 
given heritage designation. 

This mpans that the builct- 
Ings could not be torn down, 
or remodefled, without the 
prcfnissikHi of city council. 

Btit Mayor Frank Ney, him¬ 
self an owner c( one of the 
buildings to be i^en the heri- 
taife designttiofii'.is worried 
afidut' th* effect designa¬ 
tion would hm an owners of 
the' buildihis. and bow the 
dty would pay proprietors for 
finandal losses created by the 
designation. 

Ney, whose company Great 
National Land owns 2 Church 


Street, absented himself from 
debate on that particular 
building at council in oommit- 
tee this week. 

But he remained to discuss 
the other two buildings being 
c(Hisiaered, Haslam Hall and 
the old CPR station, and 
expressed his concerns over 
the protect. 

aty council voted, with Ney 
absent, to go ahead, with 
amendments to the bylaws de¬ 
signating the three as heri¬ 
tage buildings. They wifi be 
ready for consideration by 
council N(w. 7 and eligitrie for 
final adoption two weeks 
later. 

Owners of Haslam Hall and 
2 Church Street, have already 


protested the designatton, 
saying it would create finan¬ 
cial hardship. CPR has been 
sent a letter from the city, 
outlining the plans to desig¬ 
nate the old 6tati(Hi as a heri¬ 
tage building, but the city has 
received no reply. 

Haslam Hall, which over¬ 
looks downtown Nanaimo 
from its site at the comer of 
Comox Road and Wallace 
Street, has been the subject of 
a lodg campaign for its pre¬ 
servation. It has been threat¬ 
ened with demolition several 
times, as owners madte plans 
to develop the lot it sits on, 
along with two adjacent lots. 

The last time the property 
changed hands, Haslam Hall, 


along with the two lots next 
(kxnr, sold for $595,000. 

Elizabeth Norcross, chair¬ 
man <rf the heritage commits 
tee, told council that the cenn- 
pany which owns Haslam Hall 
has objected to the heritage 
designation, and wants com- 
pensati<Hi 'if the bylaw goes 
ahead. 

New provincial legi8lati(Hi 
allows council to compensate 
owners of heritage buildings, 
but does not spe(rify exactly 
how. Neither does it make 
such compensation manda¬ 
tory. 

Haslam HaU now is an 
apartment building, and is 
owned by\ Compass Develop¬ 
ments Ltd. 


A previous owner of the 
property had arranged with 
city council to build apart¬ 
ments on the other two lots, 
leaving Haslam Hall un¬ 
touched. at the same density 
he would have been allowed 
on the three lots. 

Miss Norcross said that her 
committee had some indica¬ 
tion that there was a condi¬ 
tion in Compass’ sales agfee- 
ment that Haslam HaU must 

, be preecn^ed. _ 

Ney said that because CPR 
has not rolled to the letter 
about the old station does not 
mean It has no objections to 
the heritage designation.

But, a letter from Great Na¬ 
tional Land to the provincial 
government has protested 
that the heritage desitmaticHi 
of the facade would be too ex¬ 
pensive for the company. 

Only one building in Nanai¬ 
mo has been officially given 
heritage designation, this is 
the Frontier Building, across 
the street from 2 Church 
Street, and also owned by 
Great National Land.

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82-day hostage freed in Quebec 


SHERBROOKE. Que. (UPTO 
—• Oiaiies Marion, the banker 
who survived death threats 
for 82 , days in Canada's 
longest kidnapping, was re¬ 
leased unharmed Thursday 
following payonent of ^,000 
scraped toother by his fami¬ 
ly. 

The 57-yeaivold credit union 
executive was pideed up “safe 
and sound" at a faim near an 
airport 15 miles east of Sher¬ 
brooke after an anonymous 
teSephone call alerted the 


Marion family that he had 
been freed. 

Marian was taken to St. 
Vincent de Paul Hospital tor 
observation almost e^^tly 34 
hours after his SO-yeanold son 
Pierre had di^p^ a trans¬ 
parent piistli crammed 
with used 310 and $20 bills on 
a londy countxy road. 

Ihe kidnappers appeared to 
have made good their escape 
but not with the million dol¬ 
lars they originally requested. 

Quebec police officials sai^ 
they planned a inassive mam 


hunt for the abductors, who 
had threatened Marion with 
decapitation and warned that 
failure to pay the ransom 
would trigger a bloody ven¬ 
detta against credit unions 
and their clients throughout 
the province. 

“Marion was tound at the 
airport at 8:40," police 
spe^esman Carol Gaudet said. 
“He arrived 15 minutes later 
at the hoiH>ltol- He was found 
safe and sound." 

At the hospital Dr. Bertrand 
Scalabrini said, “He’s alive. 


He’s in good shape.*’ For the 
first time in almost three 
months there was relief at the 
Marion family home. 

‘Tm glad it's over," 
Marion’s daughter Rosaline 
told reporters waiting outside. 
“Now leave us alone, please, 
for a while." 

The family had been report¬ 
ed optimistic since delivery of 
the ransom by Pierre Marion. 

Communiques from the ah- 
duotors had indicated Marion 
would be freed from three to 
34 hours after the 9 p.m. 


Wednesday ransom paymwat. 

Marion wras abducted Aug. 6 
from his country cottage at 
nearby Stoke by at least two 
armed and masked men. 

At a news conference 
Thursday, Quebec police 
spokesman Andre Dugas said 
Marion made the drop along 
with an luiidentified friend 
emd police bodyguard Yvon 
Fourgeon. ^ 

“Our only involvement was 
the irwe^vement of Cpl. Four¬ 
geon at the request of the per¬ 
sons who went to give the ran¬ 


som." Dugas said. The kid¬ 
nappers said in a note that if 
police interfered in the ran¬ 
som drop Mari<Mi would be ex¬ 
ecuted. 

The kidnapping was discov¬ 
ered 18 hours later when 
Marion’s wife, Denise, went to 
the cottage and found the 
banker’s secretary Aline Yer- 
geau bound to a toilet bowl. 

A few days later Marion’s 
employers, the Caisse Popu- 
laire de Sherbrooke Est, re- 
ceive<l a ransom demand tor 
$1 million. 


It was the first of a series 
of communiques negotiating 
the terms and the amount of 
the ransom. 

Marion was threatened with 
decapitation if authorities did 
not allow his captors time to 
escape between collecting the 
ranacMTi money and releasing 
him. 

Last week after the Caisse 
Populaire withdrew its ran¬ 
som offer, the Marion family 
agreed to pay $30,000 and ar¬ 
ranged Wednesday night’s 
successful drop.

Victim, gunman 
die in legislature

retary and a gunman died 
Thursday in a shooting in¬ 
cident in CJulture Minister 
Horst Schmid’s office at the 
legislature.

OTTAWA (CP) — A 
standby credit (rf U.S. $1.5 bil¬ 
lion is being arranged through 
Canadian private banks in 
case foreign funds are needed 
to protect toe Canadian dollar 
on foreign currency markets, 
the government announced 
Thursday night. 

The uhprecedented arrange¬ 
ment is taken as a signal to 
foreign currency markets that 
the government will have 
backup funds to handle any 
further .speculation against 
the weakening Canadian dol¬ 
lar. 

A statement issued by Fi¬ 
nance Minister Jean Chrotien 
said the federal Bank of Can¬ 
ada vfos arranging the line of 
credit through Canadian char¬ 
tered bardcs in the U.S. dollar 
markets of EXirope. 

’This is an indication to in¬ 
ternational money markets 
that toe Canadian govern¬ 
ment can arrange credit if it 
is needed," said Roland Fra- 
zee, president of the Royal 
Bank of Canada and the Ca- 
nadifl^ Bankers’ Association, 
in a telephone interview from 
Montreal. 

The credit arrangement, set 


up for seven years, follows a 
rundown of U.S. dollar re¬ 
serves in C^ada in toe face 
of a deficit in foreign transac¬ 
tions and reduced foreign 
investment. 'The value of the 
Canadian dollar has plunged 
to about 90 U.S. cents from 
$1.03 a year ago. 

The alternative to arrang¬ 
ing the backup credit through 
private banks would have 
been a direct borrowing 
abroad by the government. 

But that action would have 
increased the deficit in gov¬ 
ernment accounts—and the 
impact might have led to fur¬ 
ther selling of Canadian dol¬ 
lars. 

Tory finance critic Sinclair 
Stevens said in a teleitoone in¬ 
terview toe move would “give 
confidence to the world that 
there are resources available 
to continue to resist a further 
decline of the Canadian dol¬ 
lar." 

But he added that “with 
this country’s inherent 
strength and resources it is 
unfortunate that Canada has 
been humiliated in the eyes of 
the world" by the govern¬ 
ment’s action.

FQs salary was to be 
reduced by 9180 a tnonth ef¬ 
fective Jan. 1 from ks present 
91,912 a month. 

Rick Doyle, president of 
Local 388 of the Canadian 
Union of Public Employees, 
reporesenting • the inside 
workers, said in an interview 
Thursday that neitiier the sal¬ 
ary cut nor the reclassifica- 
tivon of Young's position had 
been discussed at the nego¬ 
tiating sessions. 

"They never indicated to us 
that there would be any 
change in position or salary 
for any of the wnpkyees,” 
Doyle said. 

When Young unleased his 
barrage against the city in 
connection with the Crystal’s 
waning popularity, Doyle was 
informed that Young would be 
asked for his resignation. 


When he asked what would 
happen if Young refused to 
resign, he was given to under¬ 
stand that the city believed he 
would resign. If he didn’t 
management would deal with 
Young in the appropriate 
fashion. 

The union informed city of¬ 
ficials that Loesd 388 would 
fight Yow^s dismissal with 
every means, includiDg a 


walkout if necessary. 

The city then, according to 
Doyle, decided to "have a 
chrnige of heart."

Most of the people who live 
in the Esquimah Lagoon area 
favor a proposed 1,200-foot 
sewage outfall, while 96 per 
cent of the oijposition comes 
from people who do not li\ e in 
the area, according to the Es- 
quimalt Lagoon Residents As¬ 
sociation. 

The Pollution Control Board 
has scheduled a public hear¬ 
ing for next week <m toe out¬ 
fall construction permit which 
had been granted to the Capi¬ 
tal Region, but the association 
will not be appearing at that 
hearing, spefeesmen said 
Thursday. 

'The Pollution Control 
Branch and the region will be 
represented, and briefs will 
be heard from outfall oppo¬ 
nents, according to resMenit 
representatives Arnold Ros- 
sander and A1 Lehmann. 

The 9350.000 outfall will 
Serve 68 txxnes in a Block 
Bros, subdivision established 
in toe late IdeOs. Cost oC toe 
system will add about 9200 an¬ 
nually to residents’ tax bills 


for capital costs and mainte¬ 
nance, according to Lehmann. 

However, he said, the sys¬ 
tem was the only possible 
way of solving the pollution 
problems caused by faulty 
sewage s>’stems in many 
homes. 

Individual connections, he 
said, would be more costly, 
might not work, and would 
not prevent future problems. 

The propbsal for an outfall 
running off Coburg Peninsula 
has run into heavy opposition 
from groups including Atoert 
Head Ratepayers, Oolwood 
Ratepayers and Concerned 
Citizens. 

However, none of the 
groups has offered alternative 
solutions, although they have 
criticized residents for pollut¬ 
ing Esquiraalt Lagoon, Leh¬ 
mann said. 

Oohrood Hiatepayen Associ- 
atioi pnMdent Jack Hannam 
had suggested all 68 houses 
should be moved etiewhere. 

Lehmann said that when 
septic tanks did not work. 
Block Bros, tried a number of 
alternative disposal systems, 
but problems remained. 


"How many more alterna¬ 
tives should we try while we 
are living in this filth?" Leh¬ 
mann asked. 

Rossander said that while 
18 or toe 68 homes are known 
to have bad problems, many 
other homes also have faulty 
systems, and others are likely 
to get problems eventually be¬ 
cause toe subdivison is built 
in a catchment basin. 

He agreed that the site was 
wrong for a subdivisian, but 
said only about one per cent 
of the householders had built 
their own homes. Most resi- 
dmts had simply bought new 
homes in a beautiful setting, 
and had expected that every¬ 
thing would work. 

"They are built, and we are 
living here. That is the prob¬ 
lem we have to deal wlto," 
Lehmann said. 

Sununlng up the oppoeHnn. 
Rjossander said Albert Head 
Ratepayers were exposed to 
the outfall because they saw 
it as Vthe thin edge of the 
wedge" which would open the 
door for a large ocean outfall 
off Albert Head.

aty comptroller Mason 
Sheldrlck told council’s fi¬ 
nance conUnJttee earlier this 
week that DataTech didn’t 
have the "hardware" the city 
needed. His recommendation 
was that the dty buy from 
IBM, especially since 
transfer of the 350 existing 
computer programs would 
cost up to 9500,000 if a dif¬ 
ferent firm were chosen to 
provide the equipment. 

EXataTooh ranager J. H. T. 
Rapier said in a letter to dty 
manager James Bramley the 
firm’s representative had 
been allowed "one brief meet¬ 
ing" with a representative 
from the city, during which 
no specifics had been dis¬ 
cussed. 

He said statements at the fi¬ 
nance committee meeting 
created the impression that 
DataTech had presented its 
capaMlities and had them 
fully evaluated. 

"This is not toe case," Ra¬ 
pier said. 

The company had not pre¬ 
sented the costa for conver- 
don of the existing computer 
programs; it hadn’t given the 
dty any information on the 
"hardware configuration" re¬ 
quired to upgrade processing 
capabilities from their 
present level and no discus¬ 
sions had been hdd regarding 
the hardware required to 
place the existing system.

Thursday in Its oppoation to 
neighborhood pubs in the city. 

Roger Ma^MsIey. who has 
tried several times to get a 
neighborhood pub licence for 
his reetkurant at 512 Simooe, 
was stopped in his tracks 
again.

The Marble Machine at 648 
Yates, Victoria’s only pinball 
parlor, was legislated out of 
business Thursday by Victoria 
cHy council. 

Tlie arcade will have about 
seven months to wind down 
its business. 

Caty coundl ittstructed the 
city solidtor to prepare 
amendments to the amuse¬ 
ment establiahment control 
bylaw which would limit the 
number of machines In any 
estabUshment to four. 

According to the amend¬ 
ments, two of the machines 
may be of the pinball variety, 
the other two so-called elec¬ 
tronic amusement vending 
machines. 

Council ordered that exist¬ 
ing pinball parlors be given 
six months from the date oC 


the bylaw’s adoption to phase 
out their affairs. 

'The bylaw requires three 
readings which will take place 
at the next two council meet¬ 
ings. . 

A solidtor for Ace Vending 
Ltd., which operates the Mar- 
Me Machine, asked council to 
refradn frewn legislating his 
dlwt out of business, but 
there wasn’t much sympathy 
from aldermen for Marble 
Machine in particular or pin¬ 
ball machines in general. 

The aldermen maintained 
that pinball parlors were an 
undesirable business in the 
dty which tended to create 
proems. They were particu¬ 
larly worried about possible 
proliferation of pinball peu'lors 
in the city. 
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
